Yet it has 
gpent more money than any congress in the 
history of our government, It has outdone 
the billion-dollar congress. It has loaded 
the people with debt which it will take 
many bond issues to meet. 

There was not the usual last gasp as the 
session closed. It closed without applause. 
Even the newspaper correspondents didn’t 
have the enersy left to sing the usual dox- 
ology, nor the members the energy to ap-

Up to 6 o’clock, when a short recess was 
taken for dinner, the national committee 
had, in the space of eight hours, today 
heard the evidence in and adjudicated upon 
ten contests, involving the placing upon the 
temporary roll of twenty-four delegates. 

Among the contestants were scattering 
supporters of Reed, Merton and Allison, 
but the sum total of the day’s work was 
the seating of twenty-two pronounced ad- 
herents' of Mejor McKinley and of two 
delegates, favorable to the nomination of 
Governor’Morton. In this latter contest in 
the first Florida district some of the Mc- 
Kinley members made a bitter fight, but 
the evidence ad:luced by the friends of the 
New Yorker, White and McCombs, was so 
regular and vverwhelming that preference 
traces were kicked over and some of the 
Ohio man's warmest friends voted for the 
first time against his spokesmen, with the 
result that the Morton men were stated by 
the close vote of 23 to 20. Perhaps it was 
merely a comeidence, but it was at least 
significant that immediately after this vote 
had been arnounced Mr. Manley left the 
room tnd prepared the statement quoted 
above.

BOOSTING BLAND’S BOOM. 


Missouri’s Democratic State Commit- 
tee Now at Work in St. Louis. 
St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—The democratic 
State committee is holding a conference 
here today. Governor Stone and Hon. 
Richard P. Bland are in attendance. The 
object of the meeting is to map out a plan 
for the holding of the meetings in ac- 
cordance with the district scheme. The 
members of the conrmittee individually are 
giving an impetus to the boom of ex- 
Congressman Bland for president, and a 
banquet and serenade will be given to 
that gentleman tonight. An effort is be- 
ing made for the unanimous consent of 
the Missouri delegation to the Chicago 
convention to have Senator Vest place 
Bland in nomination for president, and 
also to have Governor Stone placed on 

the committee on resolutions. 

The candidacy of Hon. Richard Parks 
Bland for.nomination as the democratic 
nominee for president at the Chicago con- 
vention was launched amid the booming 
of cannon and the blare of trumpets here 
tonight. A serenade and a reception were 
given Mr. Bland, the reception at the 
Planters’ hotel, by his admirers. He re- 
sponded in a. brief speech. The members 
of the campaign committee have appointed 
subcommittees to visit various states in 
which democratic conventions are to he 
held and advocate the adoption of instruc- 
tions to delegates to vote for Bland for 
president. 


WORK HARD TO KILL TIME. 


While Waiting for the Hour of Ad- 
journment a Pension Is Granted. 

Washington, June 11.—If the first session 
of the fifty-fourth congress has been a 
do-nothing session as had been predicted. 
the closing day \of the senate furnished a 
fitting culmination to the session. 

It was a day of inactive drifting, a la- 
borious effort to kill time by doing nothing 
untii 4 o’clock, when, according to ths 
concurrent resolution agreed to yesterday, 
the two houses were to adjourn. 

The senate was called to order at it 
o’clock, when the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill was received and imme 
diately signed by the vice president, thus 
disposing of the last of the general appro- 
priation bills so far as the legislative branch 
Was concerned. 

A bill was passed granting a rension to 
the widow of General William H. Gibson, 
cf Ohio. 

The senate then dawdled until 1:20 o’clock, 
the only business transacted being the ap- 
pointment of a committee to wait on the 
president and inform him that congress 
was ready to adjourn and the appointment 
of another committee provided for in the 
District of “clumbia appropriation bill to 
investigate the charitable and reformatory 
institutions in Waeashingtcn. 

_At 1:20 a recess was taken until 3 o’clock, 
when the usual resolutions of thanks to 
the vice president and president pro tem, 
were offered by Senators Allison, of Iowa, 
and Harris, of Tennessee, respectively, and 
unanimously agreed to. 

The galleries were almost deserted dur- 
ing the early hours of <he session, but knots 
of spectators continued to come in slowly 
until the hour of adjournment, so that 
when that hour arrived and the vice presi- 
dent delivered his valedictory, he had ea 
good sized audience in the galleries, a 
large number of whom were ladies, @ven 
though there were but twenty-five sena- 
tors present at that interesting momen, 
As the vice president uttered the last words 
and the gavel fell for the last time, there 
was a faint outburst of applause, after 
which the senators gathered in knots in 
the aisles and before the vice president’s 
desk bidding each other goodby. Then the 
senators on the floor and the visitors in 
the galleries melted away and the cham- 
ber that has been the scene of so many 
stirring incidents was left to the pages and 
attendants until the first Monday in De- 
cember next. e 


HIS BUSY DAY. 


President Cleveland Surrounded by 
His Cabinet Officers. 
Washington, June 11.—President Cleve- 
land was a busy man today considering 
and signing bills. 
His cabinet officers were with him to 
give advice gn increases connected with 
their several departments .and Private Sec- 
retary Thurber was also called into the 
hasty consultations necessary’ in each 
case. A number of bills were not signed 
and, therefore, failed to become laws. 
These and those approved will be an- 
nounced from the white house tomorrow. 
How soon the president will leave Wash- 
ington for Gray Gabtes cannot be ascer- 
tained. It was stated today at the white 
hovse that he made no plans and that 
public business would keep him here for 

several days at least.

The Certainty of Yesterday Is Now 
Very Uncertain. 


REED’S BANNER NOT TRAILING 


While Allison’s Cohorts from the West 
Makd Noise for Him. 


EVEN BRADLEY AND QUAY ARE IN THE FRAY 


Platt, of New York, Arrives and the 
McKinley Opposition Takes 
on a Boom. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—McKinley is not 
to be nominated without a struggle. 

Twenty-four hours have so changed the 
positions of the political chess board that 
there is still a fighting chance for the 
field against McKinley. 

The stumbling block in the road of the 
latter is the divergent views of the dele- 
‘gates on the financial plank of the 
platform. These differences are as wide as 
the continent: and at present seem ir- 
reconcilable. The western delegates main- 
tain their adherence to silver with a 
frankness that in former gatherings of the 
party would have been punished as politi- 
cal heresy. The other half of the country 
is represented by sound money advocates 
who will listen to no suggestion of any 
other platform declaration. 

This issue, even in these ante-conven- 
tion days, has ranged the delegates into 
two camps. 

The men from Maine and the far east 
still uphold the banner for Reed, while 
those from Iowa, supported by scattering 
delegates from the middle west, declare 
themselves for Allison. Quay will, of 
course, receive nearly the full support of 
Pennsylvania and Morton is assured of all 
but four of the New York votes. Bradley 
has not been sidetracked by the allurement 
of the vice presidency. So many tables have 
been compiled showing that McKinley ‘will 
or will not be nominated on the first ballot 
that they are valueless. . 

The monetary plank of the platform will, 
unless a miracle supervenes, determine the 
nomination for or against the leaders. 
The arrivial of Thomas C. Platt tonight 
gave encouragement and impetus to the 
opposition. While he is not in sympathy 
with the silver wing of the party, it is 
thought that he will be the rallying point 
for a combined opposition. There is no 
hint that other than an honorable fight will 
be made against McKinley, but political ex- 
igencies as presented here demand the alli- 
ance of all opposition for a successful strug- 
gle against the McKinley avalanche. 

A. Financial Plank Ready. 

Sentiment among the delegates already 
upon the ground appears to be strongly 
crystallizing in favor of the financial 
plank promulgated by National Commit- 
teeman R. C. Kerens, of this city, and 
which was given in these dispatches of 
Wednesday. 


Mr. Kerens admits that he is not the | 


author of the proposed plank and that it 
is the handiwork of “a prominent republi- 


can.”’ 

Talkken in connection with his recent 
visit to Canton there have been sug- 
gestions that the draft has been submit- 
ted to and rec@ived the approval of Major 
McKinley. Upon this point, however, Mr. 
Kerens will not satisfy his inquirers while, 
in line with their previous position that 
the convention rather than the candidate 
should make the platform, Mark Hanna 
and his lieutenants continue to regard the 
topic as tabooed and will not touch it 
even in generalities. 

The only notable arrival this morning 
was Henry Clay Evans, of Tennessee, who 
appears to be a favorite for the position 
of permaneat chairman and has also been 
considerab!y talked of for the vice presi- 
dential nomination. Immediately upon his 
appearance in the rotunda of the Southern 
he was surrounded by the Alabama dele- 
gation, which has already hoisted the 
banner of McKinley and Evans, and was 
also greeted with cordiality by scattering 
delegates from other states. Then Mark 
Hanna, who came up while the impromptu 
reception was in progress, locked arms 
with the Tennessee man and bore him 
away to his private quarters. 

The Contests Resumed. 

The members of the national 
tee were prompt in getting together in the 
clubroom of the Southern at 10 o’clock 
this morning for the purpose of resuming 
consideration of the numerous contests. A 
disposition to hasten this branch of its 
work was manifested by the body, several 
members expressing the fear that, if the 
unabridged debates and discussions that 
marked the sessions of yesterday were to 
continue, the temporary roll would still 
be in abeyance when the convention was 
ready for business on Tuesday morning. 
Accordingly, when Congressman Hilborn, 
of California, asked for the postponement 
of the contests from the third district of 
that state in consequence of the non- 
arrival of some of the men and papers 
concerned, numerous objections were 
raised and the Pacific coast representative 
was given the option of going ahead or 
letting the case of his friends go by de- 
fault. He chose the~.former alternative 
and made a ten-minute speech in support 
of the claim of C. IM. Belshaw and W. B. 
Parker, whose seats are contested by Eli 
S. Denison and A. A. Hockheimer: Presi- 
dential proclivities did not enter into the 
contest, as both sets of delegates were 
instructed for McKinley by their respec- 
tive conventions. 

Next on the special order was the 
fourth~ California district, W. W. Mon- 
tague and Samuel ™. Shortridge were the 
contestants against Joseph A. Spear and 
Henry I. Kowalsky, claiming to be the 
regular delegates. Spear and Kowalsky 
were seated, only two votes being re- 
corded in the negative. 

This concluded the California cases. In 
the third Alabama district Samuel S: Booth 
and John Harmon, colored, were seated, 
the contestants failing to put in an appear- 
ance. 

Kentucky McKinley Delegates Seated. 

Kentucky had the call for the next spe- 
cial order, but it was productive of but a 
single contest. This was in the fifth dis 
trict, the seats of George D. Todd and 
Charles E. Sapp, instructed for McKinley, 
being ‘challenged by E. J. Knoebel and J. 
W. Reeder, who were not instructed, but 
have declared themselves for Bradley. Hart 
Vance, a Louisville attorney,. who stated 
the case for the challengers, contended that 
Todg and Sapp had been selected as the re- 
sul: pf notorious fraud and bribery. He 


commit- 


represented, he said, the republican major- 
ity that Bradley received last November 
and unless justice was done to his clients 
there would. be a loss of several thousand 
républican votes in the district concerned. 
Ex-Congressman Thompson occupied but 
two minutes in his reply, but Committee- 
man Sutherland, of New York, made an 
appeal in behalf of the Bradieyites that was 
vigorous and at times decidedly heated. 
The committee, however, had its mind made 
“ag Todd and Sapp were seated by 28 
oO 6. 


At 12:25 a recess was ordered to 2? o'clock. 


When the committee reassembled at 2:15 
the Florida contests were given precedence 
Over the regular order. In this state the 
seats of four delegates at large and two 
each in the first and second districts were 
challenged. Those claiming to be the reg- 
ular delegates at large were National Com- 
mitteemen John G, Long, Joseph Lee, Em- 
ory I’. Skinner and L, W. Livingston, col- 
ored, all McKinleyites, while the contest- 
ants were Edward R. Gunby, Henry W. 
Chandler, Henry Chubb and 8. H. Cole- 
man, all of whom. have declared their em- 
phatic preference for Govérnor Morton and 
his nomination. 

Ex-Congressman ‘Thompson presented 
the case of the Long delegates and then 
David Martin, or Philadelphia, moved the 
Seating of the Long delegation. Suther- 
land, of New York, @demanded a roll call, 
but declined to vote. All the votes were 
cast in the affirmative. 

Colonel Long and his associates were 
placed on the roll and Governor Morton 
was deprived of four delegates at a swoop. 
The defeated faction will carry the case to 
the committee on credentials selected by 
the national convention. Inasmuch as the 
contest in the second Florida district hinged 
upon the facts presented in the one just 
decided it was abandoned and Dennis 
Fagan and Isaac L. Purcell, colored, Mec- 
Kinleyites, were placed on the roll to the 
exclusion of Archibald and Robinson, Mor- 
tonites...The first district case, in which 
the question was the regularity of a dele- 
gation elected. by a convention held in a 
place other than that designated by the 
state committee, was presented and argued 
with more feeling on the part of the com- 
mitteemen than had marked any previous 
hearing, and by the close vote of .23 to 20 
M. S& White and James N. McCombs, sup- 
porters of Governor Morton, were placed 
on the roll*over E. C, Weeks and Arm- 
strong Pardee, colored, McKinleyites. The 
result was received with the first applause 
of the day. 

Georgia McKinley Delegates Preferred. 

When this case had been disposed of be- 
lated papers in the ninth Georgia district 
contest were ready. for presentation. It 
was disposed of in short order, Andrew J. 
Snence and James B. Garton, instructed for 
McKinley, being placed on the roll over 
Thomas M. Blodgett and W. A. Smith, 
instructed for Reed. The vote was unani- 
mous. 

The Georgia roll having been amended 
and completed, the difficulties in Mississip- 
pl were the subject of ventilation and the 
committee room and annex filled up rap- 
idly. First in order was the contest be- 
tween the rival delegations at Jarg*. Those 
claiming to be the regular delegates were 
James Hill, colored; John 8S. Burton, AI. 
bert M. Lea and E.-H. Iampton, colored. 
These had McKinley preferences, as did 
also the contestants, John R. Lynch, col- 
ored: William E. Mollison, M. A. Mont- 
gomery and F, W. Collins. 

Ex-Congressman Thompson, for the Mc- 
Kinley managers, presented the case of the 
delegation claiming te be regular. The 
Controversy was show: to be the outcdme 
of the old quarrel between the Hill and 
Lynch elements, both being headed by col- 
ored men. 

In his old-time, vigorous and earnest 
style Lynch presented the case of himself 
and his colleagues. 

M. A. Montgomery, another of the con- 
testants, made a forcible argument, re-en- 
forced with two mammoth maps, showing 
the relative strength of the two conven- 
tions, and every column of which had been 
sworn to before a notary public. 

Committceman James Hill, colored, then 
poured hot shot into Lynch and his fol- 
lowing, and demanded a decision in favor 
of his delegation in the interest of the 
continued maintenance of the republican 
party in Mississippi. an his concluding re- 
marks he indulged in personalities directed 
against State Chairman Moseley and the 
latter, a white man of fine presence, rose 
excitedly and warned his colored brother 
to be careful in what he said. There was 
more excitement in a few minutes, when 
Hill characterized statements made by 
Lynch as absolutely false and declared 
that the latter’s affidavit makers were 
liars. The committee finally tired of the 
squabble and while the contestants, con- 
tinued the controversy in the an om, 
James E. Wilson, of Delaware, proxy for 
National Committeeman Layton, seatéd the 
Hill delegates by a unanimous vote. 
Mississippi’s Oldest Republican Un- 

seated. 

In the first Mississippi district Dr. Bynum 
a distinguished looking gray-haired white 
republican, who said he had belonged to 
the party ever since Grant dismounted at 
Appomattox, made a plea for himself and 
his associate, W. G. Parker, colored, both 
of whom he claimed to be the regular 
delegates.* Colored Committeeman Hill, 
flushed with his victory of a few minutes 
before, championed the cause of W. F. El- 
gin and Richard D. Littlejohn, colored. 
Hill’s friends were placed on the roll. 

Both sets of delegates favored McKin- 
ley. 
at 615 the committee took a recess for 
refreshments. 

Just as soon as the contest in the First 
Mississippi district had been disposed of 
Senator Hansbrough, of North Dakota, 
with the preliminary explanation that he 
did so at the request of a number of 
members who were not present at the af- 
ternoon session, moved a reconsideration 
of the vote by which the Morton delegates 
in the first Florida district were seated. 
General Hobart. of New Jersey, seconded 
the motion. Mr. Fessenden, of Connecticut, 
uttered a few words of protest, which were 
drowned in cries of ‘“‘vote.”’ 

The calling of the roll was commenced 
and for a few moments the ayes and 


Nays were about equal. 


When New York was reached Committee- 
man Sutherland arose and stated that he 
declined to vote. He went on to say that 
upon the contest in question forty-three 
members had recorded their deliberate con- 
victions, a larger number than had been 
polled upon any other motion. It was 
worse than nonsense for any member to 
assert that he voted by mistake or mis- 
apprehension. The lines had been closely 
drawn and the issue clearly defined. 

“T desire to say here and now,” contin- 
ued Mr. Sutherland, in an extremely dig- 
nified and serious tone and manner, “that 
if this resolution is adopted I shall no 
longer rezard it as necessary or desira- 
ble to participate in the proceedings of ihis 
committee. Its doings will have become 
farcial and I shall wash my hands of it 
and its. proceedings. The course now pro- 
posed is revolutionary and without justi- 
fication and it will prove destrutive to 
the candidates of the republican party. I 
now withdraw my refusal to vote and 
vote ‘no.’” 

There was a buzz of excitement as the 
speaker concluded. The roll call was re- 
sumed. 

When Ohio was reached Committeeman 
Hahn, of Mansfield, said with emphasis 
that he saw no reason why the gentleman 
from New York should withdraw from the 
ccmmittee.

HANGS THREE 


Negro Fiends .Pay the Penalty of the 
Terrible Crimes Charged To Them. 


JAIL’ DOORS BROKEN DOWN 


Under the Light of Big Bonfires the 
Crowd Had Built. 


IT WAS QUICK WORK AND WITH MASKS 


A Twelve-Year-Old Child the Victim 
of Two of the Negroes—Promi- 
nent Floridian Assassinated. 


Houston, Tex., June 11.—Louis White- 
head, George Johnson and Jim Reddick, 
three negroes, were taken from the jail 
at Bryan 100 miles north of here, last night 
and hanged. 

Whitehead and Johnson were charged 
with attempting to criminally assault the 
twelve-year-old daughter of Dr. R. H. 
Wilson Sunday night. Reddick had been 
convicted of the crime of rape on an 
Italian girl and sentenced to hang, but 
the decision was reversed by the higher 
court, and he was held awaiting a new 


trial. 

The mob was 300 strong and came from 
Kurten, nine miles west of Bryan, where 
Dr. Wilson lives, and where the attempted 
assault eccurred. The doctor was absent 


at the time. : 

The negroes broke in his medicine chest 
and got what they thought was chloro- 
form, but which proved to be creosote, 
and failed to produce the desired effect 
when put on the young girl’s pillow. 

The sheriff of the county was absent last 
night, and Jailer Gee, who was in charge 
of the jail, was unprepared to resist the 
attack. He refused to deliver the keys, 
but the doors were battered down. The 
mob built a big fire to furnish light to 
work by, which gave the people the idea 
that the negroes were being burned. The 
mob was composed of the most prominent 
citizens of Kurten, none of whom was 
masked.

Protsinent Floridian Torn to Pieces 
with Buckshot. 
Brooksville, Fla., June 1l.—John W. Crum 
was shot and instantly killed by some un- 
known assassin about 10:30 o’clock last 
night.

The county convention today passed res- 
olutions of condolence for his family, and 
asked the governor to offer a reward and 
to assist in bringing the perpetrators of 
the foul deed to justice. There have been 
no arrests made. The coroner’s jury has 
not rendered its verdict... The friends of 
Mr. Crum suspect that, this is another 
result of a feud in which persons of Hills- 
borough, Pasco and Hernando counties 
are interested. 

All the good people of the county ex- 
press their condemnation, of such conduct 
in their midst, and offer any assistance 
to the officers of the law. Owing to 
heavy rains from early morning the sheriff 
has been unable to get any satisfactory 
tracks, but will continue the search with 
a posse tomorrow. 


A CITY TREASURER GOES WRONG 


Thirteen Indictments Found Against 
a Camden Official. 

Camden, N. J., June 11.—The grand jury 
today found thirteen indictments against 
ex-City Treasurer F. A. Michellon, who is 
alleged t» be short in his accounts to the 
city $10,700. Six.of the indictments are for 
the embezzlement of various sums, and the 
remainder are for malfeasance in Office. 

The city treasurer was not in court, but 
is in the city, and was given until tomorrow 
to secure bond. Bail was fixed by the 
court at $5,000. 

The action of the grand jury Is the result 
of several weeks’ work in investigating the 
affairs of the ex-city treasurer’s office, to 
which their attention has be2n directed in 
a special charge by Supreme Court Justice 
Garrison about a month ago. 

No action was taken toward apprehend- 
ing Michellon, as he has expressed a wil- 
lingness to face amy charges that might 
be brought against him. If bail is not 
forthcoming by tomorrow morning, a bench 
warrant will be issued for his. arrest. 
Michellon was treasurer of Camden for 
the ten years prior to January last, but 
the irregularities and alleged embezzlem=nt 
occurred during the past five years. 


JUMPED INTO A CANAL. 
Philip Carey, a Wealthy Manufactur- 
er, Commits Suicide. 
Cincinnati June 11.—(Spécial.)—Philip A. 
Carey, head of the Philip Carey Manufac- 
turing Company, manufacturers of asbes- 
tus materials, suicided this even:ng by 
jumping into the canal near Lockland. 
He drove out to the spot, hitched his horse 
and was seen by George Fox, of the Friend 
& Fox paper mills, to spring into the 
water. It was fifteen minutes before Fox 
and others could reach Carey and when his 

body was dragged out, it was lifeless. 

Carey was forty-two years old, unmar- 
ried, and wealthy. He burned out a year 
ago and received $30,000 insurance money. 

Carey lived in Lockland and his body 
was taken to his home. Among his effects 
,the following note was found. It was ad- 
dressed to no one: 

“As I have no living relatives in this 
country, they being. in Ireland, it is my 
desire that the Masons, in connection with 
the employes ot my office. take charge of 
my remains. PHILIP CAREY. 

“P. S.—Notify George S; Baily.” 

Carey had been in bad health for sone 
time and it is believed this caused the de- 
pression of spirits which prompted him to 
destroy himself. Among the property he 
leaves is the immense asbestus plant in 
Lockland, which was recently constructed.

MUCH MONEY IS 
COMING SOUTH 


Despite the Cry of the Eastern Moneyed 
Men Against It. 


NO UNREST DOWN IN DIXIE 


Railroads Are Being Constructed and 
Factories Are Being Built. 


THE RECENT FREE COINAGE (\'.P 


Appears To Have Opened Instead of 
Locking Tight the Coffers of 
the Eastern Capitalists. 


Baltimore, June 11.~Tne Manufacturers’ 
Record, reviewing southern business con- 
ditions for the week, reports that despite 
the political turmoil the past week has 
seen the consummation of more impor- 
tant contracts for industrial and railroad 
enterprises than have been closed in any 
one week for.many months. 

Every undertaking reported in this sum- 
mary is of the most substantial character, 
the capital for which has been provided 
and nothing is included that is simply 
projected. It is true that negotiations 
have been pending for many of these 
undertakings for some months, the pre- 
liminary work, as in all cases, taking 
much time, but the contracts for all of 
them have been reported during the past 


week, 

The aggregate of contracts closed for 
the week fer railroad construction work is 
over 600 ratles, including the building of 
several bh’ Sdred miles in South Carolina 
and Georgia, which in connection with 
existing short lines will develop a 600-mile 
system controlled in the interest of 
Charleston. One hundred and forty miles 
have been let to contract in Texas on 
the extension of the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg and Gulf: three contracts have been 
closed on the Charleston, Clenden in and 
Sutton road in West Virginia and a con- 
tract for twenty-six miles in Tennessee. 

The week has also been noted for the 
signing of contracts for the building of a 
$600,600 print cloth mill in Birmingham, 
five-sixths of the capital being furnished 
by northern cotton mill people and the 
balance having been subscribed by Birm- 
ingham capitalists. The American Net 
and Twine Company, of Boston, one of 
the oldest concerns in New England, 
established fifty years -ago, has closed 
contracts for building a $350,000 mill in 
Anniston, Ala., with the agreement to 
extend this to a $600,000 plant later on. 
Local capitalists at Seneca, 8S. C., have 
provided the money for a 20,000 spindle mill 
to cost $350,000 and are letting contracts 
for the work. The Eagle and Phoenix 
of Columbus, is arfanging for 
the building of its $150,000 woolen mill; a 
mill at Mount Holly, N. C., will double 
its equipment; a knitting company at Co- 
lumbus will expend $22,000 in enlarge- 
ment, and at Orangeburg, 8S. C., a 960,000 
mill company has been chartered. _ 

‘An, extensive gold chlorination plant 
has been completed and put in operation 
near Tallapoosa, Ga.; the Southern Re-°_ 
frigerator Manufacturing Company, of 
Murfreesboro, Ill., has purchased the plant 
of the Bransford Manufacturing Com- 
pany, at Union City, Tenn., and establish- 
ed a $100,000 company for the manufacture 
of bank fixtures, refrigerators, etc.; the 
Fisher Typewriter Company, of Athens, 
Tenn., will establish at Knoxville a plant 
to employ 250 men for manufacturing 
typewriters. Plans are being prepared for 
ten buildings, each of which will be 106x500 
feet for the car works previously reported 
as to be built at Savannah by a $300,000 
company. ‘There “will be over five miles 
of railroad tracks in and about the works. 
Construction work on this great plant will 
begin immediately. The Charleston Shoe 
Manufacturing Company will establish a 
factory for employing forty hands in 
making shoes in Charleston, 8. C.; Union, 
in the same state, has voted $40,000 for a 
waterworks and electric light system. 
Northern capitalists have organized ‘a 
$500,000 company and purchased the gas 
and electric light works at Norfolk, Va. 

In building enterprises contracts have 
been let for the Seaboard Air-Line’s new 
freight depot at Atlanta to cost from 
$200,000 to $300,000. 

Plans are being prepared for a $50,000 
courthouse at Charleston, N. C., and @ 
$20,000 Masonic building in the same place; 
a $20,000 hotel at Fitzgerald, Ga., and at 
Harrisonburg, Va., contracts have been 
made for a $45.000 courthouse: the Louis- 
ville and Nashville will build a $550,000 de- 
pot at Montgomery, Ala.; the Jacksonville 
Terminal Company will build a union de- 
pot in that city, the cost of which will be 
several hundred thousand dollars. A $250,- 
000 company has been organized in Texas 
for shipping Alabama coal by barges from 
the Mississfppi river direct to Houston, 
and arrangements have been completed 
for the distribution on a large scale of 
Alabama coal by a proposed barge sys- 
tem to all points in Louisiana tributary 
to the Mississippi river. A sale of 500 
tons of Birmingham pig iron for immedi- 
ate shipment to Italy has been closed, 
and an order received from another Italian 
company for a trial lot of 100 tuns, which, 
if satisfactory, will be followed by heavy 
orders.

Rebels at- 
tacked and succeeded in entering the 
towns of Ceiba del Agua and San Antonio 
del Rio Blanca, in the province of Havana, 
The gunboat Hernan Cortez landed at Cue- 
vas, near Neuvas Grandes, a number of 
marines to practice reconnoitering. They 
found on the beach an American built 
boat that had evidently been abandoned by 
a filibustering expedition. The marines later 
saw another boat off shore, in which were 
a number of men. They fired upon the 
boat, whereupon the men jumped over- 
board, swam ashore and made their escape, 

The American ex-consul general, Ramon

The Funeral of a Remarkable Character 


at Montgomery. 
FORBADE RELIGIOUS SERVICES 


In Lieu Thereof a Manifesto He Had 
Prepared Was Read Over His 
Remains at the Cemetery. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 11.—(Special.)—A 
remarkable burial service Was conducted 
hers this afternoon over the remains of a 
very remarkable character. 

Colonel Jesse Hooker, aged eighty-four 
years, afid estimated to be worth more than 
44,100,000, died yesterday.

Shortly before his death he handed to at 
acquaintance the following remarkabie 
manifesto, which he insisted should be 
read over his grave in lieu of a burial 
service. It commenced: 

“As I am nearing the close of my earthly 
existence, which has been prolonged beyond 
the average lergth of human life, I adopt 
this method of relieving my family and 
friends from the responsibilities of seeming 
to discard, of their own choice, the popular 
custom of employing a priest of some de- 
nomination to perform the religious ser- 
vices of his church at my funeral. 

“And I hereby positively forbid the ob- 
servance of any religious*services what- 
ever on that occasion, whenever it may 
occur, for the following reasons: 

“And, first, I must announce in all can- 
dor and truthfulness, and without a shad- 
ow of doubt, my settled opinion that all 
the religions with which I am acquainted 
are gross superstitions, having originated 
in ignorance, and been fostered and xept 
alive by crafty and designing priests, whose 
livelihood depends upon the propagation 
among the unthinking, of unscientific and 
degrading fables and superstition, which 
the intelligence of the world has long since 
outgrown, and which would speedily be 
consigned to oblivion without their support. 

And I consider the foregoing charges 
eminently applicable to the Christian re- 
ligion, in which I was reared. and its irra- 
tional tenets I imbibed with all the un- 
reasoning faith of childhood. 


“Had I heen born of Mohammedan 
parentage and been reared under Mo-

to me, be otherwise than demoralizing in 
its tendency. And this opinion is strength- 
ened by the relative moral condition of the 
civilized world a few centuries ago, when 
belief was universal and revenge, cruelty 
and persecution prevailed, and the compar- 
ative prevalence of justice, humanity and 
benevolence which characterizes the world 
in this skeptical age. 

“Improvement and progress have kept 
pace in the world with the advance of 
skepticism. Human society is still suscep- 
tible to great improvement, and I appre- 
hend that improvement will continue as 
Christianity declines, till the world out- 
grows the demoralizing influence of reli- 
zious superstition. 

“My motive for writing this brief state- 
ment of my opinions is to prevent, if pos- 
sible, those who are interested in propagat- 
ing the Christian religion from misrepre- 
senting my position and for the purpose 
of bearing my dying testimony to my firm 
belief in the pernicious and dangerous ten- 
dency of that religion as believed and prac- 
ticed by a credulous world,

NO PAY FOR MYERS. 
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SHERIFF BARNES SAID TO HAVE 
WITHDRAWN HIS REWARD. 


The $500 Offered by the State, How- 
ever, Still Stands—Myers Cap- 
tured in Two Places. 


A rumor was current on the streets yes- 
terday to the effect that Sheriff Barnes 
has withdrawn the $1,000 reward he has 
been offering for the capture of Will My- 
ers, 

The sheriff was se2n yesterday afternoon 
by a Constitution representative, and he 
would neither deny nor affirm the report. 
Judging from his conversation, however, 
the report is not without foundation. 

The sum now offered for the capture 
of the nuvrferer is $1,500—$s00 by the state 
and $1,000 by the sheriff of the county. 
If the largest amount is withdrawn, only 
$500 will remain ‘and this fact wiil render 
the capture of the fugitive less probable. 

If Sheriff Barnes has withdrawn his part 
of the reward, or intends to take sucia 
an action, he has never notified the goy- 
ernor. 


Sheriff Barnes Talks. 

Sherift Barnes was seen in his office yes- 
terday afternoon and questioned as to the 
veracity of the rumor. The official was 
very much averse to talking about the sulb- 
ject and would give little satisfaction, He 
flatly refused to deny or corroborate the 
report. 

When asked what course he would pur- 
sue if Myers should be caught right away, 
he replied that he did not believe in ‘‘crogs- 
ing bridges until he got to them,” 

Governor Atkinson was seen also last 
night, and he stated that the state would 
pay*its part of the amount of the sum of- 
fered for the delivery of the murderer in 
Atlanta. 

“If Sheriff Barnes has decided,” said he, 
“to withdraw his part of the amount, he 
has never notified me. If Myers should be 
caught today the officer would be respon- 
sible for the sum, because he has made no 
public announcement of its withdrawal, 
which the law states must be made as 
public as its announcement.” 

Located in Kentucky. 

Chief Connolly is now in communication 
with an officer in Corbin, Ky., Who thinks 
that he has the right man beyond a doubt, 
He has wired. for an exact description of 
the murderer, which was forwarded last 
Sunday by mail. It seems that the letter 
has miscarried, for the Kentucky official 
wired again yesterday for the description. 

While the Corbin officer thinks that he 
has secured the big prize, there is also a 
man in Texas who is of the same opinion. 
Chief Connolly is also in communication 
with him. It may be poSsible that the 
right man has been captured, and if such 
is the case ‘Mr. Barnes may be sorry that 
he did not speak sooner. 


INTERRED IN OAKLAND. 


YOUNG WALTER MERRITT LAID 
TO REST YESTERDAY. 


His Suicide Was Caused by His Bad 
Health—Was Well Known in 
Atlanta. 


The remains of young Walter H. Merritt 
were laid to rest in Oakland cemetery yes- 
terday afternoon. The funeral’ services 
were held at the residence of the young 
man’s mother at 305 Heuston street and 
were conducted by Rev. W. W. Words- 
wortn. 

The death of young Merritt was indeed 
a sad one. The cause for the deed is 
supposed to have been his exceedingly bad 
health. He was suffering severely from 
an organic trouble which often caused a 
mental aberration.

Says the Postmaster General's Statements 
. Are Libelows, = 


SINGLED OUT THE SEABOARD 


While He Should Have Known What 
Other Roads Were Doing. 


MANY OTHER LINES RESHIPPED MAIL OFTEN 


Seaboard’s Superintendent Makes ‘a 
Straightforward Statement and 
Says Some Live Things. 


A few weeks ago Postmaster General W. 
L. Wilson gave out for publication a statc- 
ment which charged the Seaboard Air-Line 
railroad with attempting to pad the mails 
during the reweighing period. The Sea- 
board was accused of conspiring to defraud 
the government. The government requires 
that the mails be weighed at least once 
every four years. On the average weight 
carried per month the government bases 
the amount it pays. This revenue for haul- 
ing the mails is an important item with 
many roads. The Southern gets a million 
dollars a year from this source, the New 


| York Central gets a million and a half or 


more and the Pennsylvania receives $3,000,- 
000 a year for its 6,000 miles, and the Sea- 
board has been receiving $77,000 for hauling 
the mails 1,000 miles. 

It is well known in postoffice and railroad 
circles that the shipment of postal matter 
is almost invariably heavier during the re- 
weighing month than at any other time, 
The onus of the Seaboard affair was placed 
on General Superintendent V. E. McBee. 
He made no reply at the time and a few 
days ago when he was down here said that 
he would not make a statement until the 
Seaboard got its money from the govern- 
ment. He did not want to have that part 
of the transaction hung up. - Last night he 
gave out a statement and it is assumed that 
the road has received its pay. Captain Mc- 
Bee stated that he had not violated any 
law and the postal department could re- 
weigh every month in the year if it desired 
to do so. 

If the government has paid the Seaboard 
it follows that the invegtigation which was 
instituted showed that the-railroad had 
acted strictly within the law. Otherwise the 
government would not have paid the com- 
pany. 

Captain McBee’s card is hot and is inter- 
esting reading. 

Portsmouth, Va., June 11.—Captain V. E. 
McBee, genera] superintendent of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, today gave out the follow- 
ing statement in regard to the charges 
made against that company by the post- 
office department: 

“It is not usual for just grievances 
against this government to be fought 
through the press; but, in view of the state- 
ment in regard to the alleged irregularities 
in mail matter over the Seaboard Air-Line 
road, recently published and said to have 
been authorized by the postmaster general, 
I may be pardoned for using this medium 
in setting forth the facts before an impar- 


tial public. 

“We are nat responsible in any way for 
the shipment of public documents through 
the mail, nor have we exerted ourselves to 
induce the movement of ,such documents 
during the mail-weighing period. The 
franking system is a personal privilege 
granted to members of congress, to which 
there is no penalty attached, and for which 
the members are alone responsible; nor has 
the postmaster general or any other gov- 
ernment official the right, as I. understand 
it, to question the privilege of movement 
of their documents through the mail at 
any time, in any quantity, or any direction. 
See act March 8, 1875, and act March 3, 
1879, and also postmaster general’s report of 
1895, page 153, which comments as follows: 

“‘*There is no penalty attached to the 
misuse of the frank privilege, hence there 
is no action that can be taken by me fur- 
ther than to call the attention of the mem- 
ber to the matter.’ 

The Sacks of Documents. 

"Referring to the fifteen sacks of public 
documents, claimed to have been forwarded 
from my office, there was no secret about 
it. They were forwarded on regular mail 
trains, and it was the mail agent’s duty, 
south of Weldon, to count the sacks and 
weigh the contents, as they had not been 
previously weighed on our line (as mail 
was not being weighed on that portion of 
the road between Portsmouth and Weldon), 
otherwise the railroad would haul tons of 
public documents during the next four 
years for which we would not receive 
compensation, and when I Jearned that a 
postoffice inspector: was going over the 
road trying to intimidate small agents by 
announcing who he was, I sent for him to 
come to my otfice, and I would give him 
dll the information he wanted in regard to 
the law. 

The Law on the Subject. 

“T herewith quote the law’ which will be 
found on page 934, clause 209, in the United 
States official postal guide, dated January, 
1896: ‘A bulk package of franked articles 
may be sent to one address, who on fe- 
ceiving and opening the package may 
place addresses on the franked articles and 
remail them for carriage and delivery to 
the respective addresses.’ 

“This law seems to he plain, and I can- 
not see what more could have been done 
than was done to comply with it. Con- 
firming the above law, and in ‘urther 
justification of the action of my clerk, I 
quote the following letter written by the 
first assistant postmaster general to Sen- 
ator ——, who wished to ship documents 
to California: 

‘* *Postoffice Department, Office of 
First Assistant Postmaster General, Divis- 
ion of Correspondence, Washington, D. C.,, 
March 11, 1896.—Hon. ——, United Senate. 
Dear Sir: In compliance with your request, 
I have the honor-to advise you that se:tion 
366, page 157, postal laws and regulations, 
expressly provides that “a bulk package 
of franked articles may be sent to cne ad- 
dressee, who on receiving and opening the 
package, may place address on the frank- 
ed articles and remail them for carriage 
and delivery to the respective address.”’ 

* ‘Should any postmaster refuse to accept 
speeches in properly franked envelopes of- 
fered them for mailing, I will issue the 
necessary instructions if you will call my 
attention to the matter. Very respectfully,

Was Advertising Matter. 

“In regard to certain newspapers which 
it is purported were sent over our line in 
April, as I understand it, regular postage 
was paid, and there is no law which would 
prevent advertising matter from being for- 
warded through the mails at any time, and 
the postmaster general can make no just 
complaint about that, for we send out 
quantities of paid advertising maiter «ll of 
the year round, and there is no Jegal cr 
equitable reason why we should withhold 
matter from the mails during the weighing 
period. The month selected by the govern- 
ment fcr weighing of mails is one in which 
the smallest business is done, and 14% per 
cent is deducted from the totals in ordcr 
that the minimum sum may be paid for 
carrying mails throughout the four years. 

“The Seaboard Air-Line railroad receives 
much less pay per mile than any road of 
its length in the United States, and, as I 
can show from a comparison of their pub, 
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lished reports, has been for years unjustly 
treated in these matters. 

“We received notice from the department 
on January 23d that mail would be weighed 
on all routes on our line south of Weldon 
for thirty consecutive working days, com- 
mencing February 26th, and on March 20th 
we received the following: letter bearing 
date of March i7th: 

* ‘S8ir—Your telegram of the 13th instant 
to General Superintendent White, relative 
to continuing the weighing on your lines 
for ten additional days, has been referred 
to this office, 

In reply you are informed that it is 
the uniform rule of the department to 
weigh the mails on railroad mail-routes in 
a state or section at the same time and for 
thirty successive working days, as réquired 
iby my, ‘ 

““This being the case, the department 
could not do as you request without throw- 
ing itself open to the charge of doing for 

, your company that which it is frequently 
compelled to refuse to do for other com- 
panies, This it must decline to do. 

The reports of the weighing, so far as 
received, indicate that it is DrOgronsing sat- 
isfactorily and that the resulis are likely 
to be favorable to the railroad companies 
as can be reasonably expected. Very re-

Weighing Was Discontinued.

“On receipt of the above official notice we 
arranged for the adoption of our summer 
schedule and on March 29th discontinued 
two trains which had been carrying mail 
for over two years, for which service we 
had received no pay from the government, 
Under these circumstances it was a matter 
of much surprise when I received on March 
gslst, two days after the change of our 
schedule, a telegram from the department 
Stating that the weighing would be con- 
tinued for thirty days more. On the 8rd of 
April I called at the office of the general su- 
perintendent of railway mails service and 
asked why he proposed to continue weigh- 
ing mafl after he had notified me that he 
would discontinue doing so, and his reply 
Was ‘because we had changed schedules. I 
asked him if it was usual to reweigh every 
time a schedule was changed. Now I do 
not object to weighing every month in the 
year, but I claim the right to proper notice, 
and the privilege of re-establishing the two 
trains which were taken off. 1 was not 
given the proper notice, gut on the contrary 
was deceived, as shown by the second as- 
sistant’s letter, and thereby lost 1,000 
pounds of mail per day, which he arbitra- 
rily diverted from the Seaboard Air-Line, 
I had advices from the department the lat- 
ter part of April, however, that the weigh- 
ing would be discontinued on the 5Bth of 
May, and I have received tabulated state- 
ments of the weights over our line for 
April, which are signed by the second as- 
sistant postmaster general and certified to 
by the supertntendente of railway mail 
service, as follows: 

“‘*T do hereby certify that the foregoing 
statement of weights of mail is correct, 
according to daily returns made by sworn 
employes of the department and the state- 
ment of service is correct, to the best of 
my knowledge and belief.

-‘‘The published statement alleged to have 
been authorized by the postmaster general 
is unbecoming and libelous and I am pre- 
pared to court a-xfull, free and fair inves- 
tigation throughout, with a further inves- 
tigation of other lines, including the differ- 
ent methods and prevailing customs by 
which the mail pay is adjusted, or will the 
postmaster general authorize another state- 
ment and give his reasons why the Sea- 
board Air-Line was singled out and made 
the object of unjust criticism, or why we 
are discredited for carrying public docu- 
ments, when it was known to him that oth- 
er lines had carried tons of public docu- 
ments in March, which had been shipped 
and reshipped, weighed and reweighed, be- 
sides thousands of pounds of other matter, 
including extra carload lots of patent med- 
icine advertisements, all of which passed 
apparently unnoticed by him; or could he 
have been deceived by a lack of vigilance 
on the part of his inspectors, or were repre- 
sentatives witheld from him? It is certain- 
ly a new departure for the head of one 
of the chief departments of this government 
to use the great powers of h's office through 
authorized statements in the press to in-

BUCK WAS WINNER 


Every Contest Was Decided in His Favor 
at St. Louls, 


HE) RECEIVES THE NEWS 


From the Action of the National Com- 
mittee Yesterday McKinley Will 
Get 24 Votes from Georgia. 


“Colonel A. E. Buck is again the con- 


queror.”’ 

This news was flashed over the wires 
from St. Louis yesterday, Every contest 
from Georgia was decided in Buck’s fa- 
vor. 

Like the proverbial cat, the colonel never 
takes a fall without landing on his feet. 
This’ last- wrestle of the colonel’s with 
very vigorous contestants before the re- 
publican national committee at St. Louis 
was another demonstration of Buck’s pow- 


er in Georgia politics. 

Telegrams received in Atlanta give the 
news that every contest between Buck 
and the opposing factions resulted in a 
victory for the former, and instead of 
twenty-two delegates, as was at first sup- 
posed, he will in all probability receive 
twenty-four of Georgia’s twenty-six dele- 
gates to St. Louis. 

Colonel Buck, in his undemfonstrative 
way, was “all smiles” yesterday when the 
telegrams began to come in, each bearing 
the cheerful news that the McKinley con- 
testants had won before the committee 
which was deciding the contests, The 
colonel’s disposition is not a hilarious one 
and the expression ‘‘all smiles’ is purely 
illustrative. The colonel took his victory 
as.a matter of course, and a stranger to 
him would never have: supposed that he 
had just learned of a great political vic- 
tory from his quiet manner when he read 
the telegrams. Those who know him knew 
that in a quiet way the leader of the re- 
publican party in Georgia was very happy 
over the results. Ag goon as the contests 
were decided Major J. F, Hanson, of Ma- 
con, or Major W. H. Smyth, of Atlanta, 
who are representing Colonel Buck at St. 
Louis, wired him the good news. 

Colonel Buck’s office was crowded with 
delegates all day yesterday, and as the 
time draws near for the departure of the 
Georgia delegation to St. Louis the busi- 
ness heaps up on the chairmran of the re- 
publican state central committee. The 
colonel had all that he could attend to 
yesterday. 

It has been decided that the largest part 
of the Georgia delegation will go to St. 
Louis Saturday night, arriving there Sun- 
day. Colonel Buck and a few intimate 
friends will leave Atlanta the following 
day, reaching St. Louis Monday. 

The Saturday advance guard will be a 
very large delegation, consisting of the 
Georgia delegates and their friends, and 
also thé South Carolina and Tennessee 
delegations. 

Discrimination Against Negroes. 

There have been some rumors circulated 
among the Georgia delegates that the ne- 
groes have been discriminated against by 
the leading hotels, and that no accommo- 
dations can be had at St. Louis Those 
having charge of the arrangements of the 
St. Louis trip say that the Georgia col- 
ored delegates will be comfortably housed 
and that they will have no cause for com- 
plaint. The arrangement for, their treat- 
ment was fixed up several weeks ago, and 
the mfanagers of the excursion say that 
they are prepared to hold the hotel people 
in St. Louis to their agreements. . The 
fear of harsh treatment has not been of 
sufficient strength to change the minds 
of any of the delegates who had declared 
to make the trip, and the number that 
will go will probably be larger than any 
other delegation of presidential delegates 
that ever left the state of Georgia. 

It is said that the negro lawyer of Au- 
gusta, J. W. Lyons, and the negro secre- 
tary of the state central committee, J: H. 
Deveaux, of Savannah, were shut out of 
the St. James hotel, though they made 
a contract for accommodations more than 
ten days ago. 

How Contests Were Decided. 

The contesting delegates from the state 
at large, J. E. Hetherington, of Atlanta, 
and R. R. Wright, of Augusta, were turn- 
ed down before the national committee 
at St. Louis, and H. A. Rucker, of Atlan- 
ta, and J. H. Deveaux, of Savannah, were 
seated.

BERRY RELEASED 


Friends Settled His Shortage and

CHARGED WITH A 
HORRIBLE CRIME 


Thomas Edwards is Taken to Bibb Jail 
for Safe Keeping. 


ACTING AS A GIRL’S ESCORT 


She Charges That He Made Her Drunk 
with Wine, 


GAVE HER CANDY THAT WAS DRUGGED 


And That While Unconscious He Car- 
ried Her Into the Woods and 
Assaulted Heg 


Waycross, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—Had 
not the sheriff of Worth county spirited 
away young Tom Edwards yesterday to 
the Itibb county jail, a lynching Wwouid 
have occurred last night in all probability. 

The sheriff regarded the jail at Isabella 
unsafe. There was a general uprising in 
the country against Edwards and talk of 
lynching him was heard on every hand, 
Excitement was great and had been in- 
creasing since last Saturday, when Jidwards 


was arrested. 

A petition is being circulated throughout 
the county today and generally signed ask- 
ing Judg? Spence, of that circuit, to order 
a trial at once, so that justice in the case 
against Edwards would not be delayed. 

Now that Edwards is out of their reach 
and a lynching is impossible, public senti- 
ment seems to be unanimous for a speedy 
trial to result in a death sentence to be 
speedily executed. 

The crime against Edwards is of a most 
grave character and the evidence againg. 
him appears to be very reliable. He is 
charged in the warrant with assaulting 
pretty Miss Inez Sessions, a fifteen-year- 
old girl, the daughter and only child of a 
Widow Sessions, whose husband a prosper- 
ous merchant and farmer, died several 
years ago. The general facts in the affair 


are these: 

A social club meeting was held Saturday 
night a week ago about three miles from 
Sumner, and Miss Sessions rode over there 
with Edwards in a buggy. After the meet- 
ing closed they started home and Edwards 
was drinking freely cf wine, having a bottle 
of it in the buggy. 

What Edwards Says. 

Edwards, when interviewed, sald: 

“T was drunk and Miss Inez began drink- 
ing wine. She got drunk also. I did not 
care to carry her home in that condition, 
so I waited until daylight before doing so. 
We staid together all night in the woods, 
I did not drug the girl or the wine, and MiSs 
Inez did not offer me any resistance when 
I suggested that we spend the night in the 
woods. She appeared to like the plan and 
was conscious all night until I brought her 
home. She became unconscious then from 
the loss of sleep—being drunk and having 
spent the night in a boisterous way.” : 

The Girl’s Story. 

Miss Sessions said: 

“Mr. Edwards begred me to take a drink 
of wine with him. Finally I yielded, only 
taking a single si; He then gave me 
some fancy candy; I ate some of it and was 
soon dizzy. I became uncorscious in a feW 
minutes. Mr. Edwards had drugged me, 
putting the drug in the candy. He carried 
me in the woods. I was helpless and could 
not make any resistance. I did not suspect 
his meaning when he offered nje wine and 
had I known his true character 1 would 
never have gone with him to that meet- 
ing.’’ 

Miss Sessions was brought back home 
to her mother next morning about daylight. 
She was unccnscious and exhausted. I[d- 
wards told her mother that the girl was 
drunk and had been so all night.

A livelier interest than usual seems to 
have been taken by the trustees in this 
meeting, and quite a large number of them 
were present at the hour when Chairman 
Nathaniel J. Hammond, of Atlanta, \cuJl- 
ed the body to order.

The meeting of the board today was 
merely formal, and no work was done. be- 
yond the assignment of certain routine 
business to the different committees of the 
board.

Lewis, Persons and Simmons, took their 
seats with that body this afternoon for the 
first time. 

The members of the board of trustees are 
greatly pleased with the splendid showing 
made by the university during the last 
year, and realize that the old institution 
is advancing rapidly to a success never yet 
achieved by it during its long existence. 

No special questions have yet been 
brought to the attention of the board, but 
several interesting problems will no doubt 
face them within the next few days. The 
question of admitting women to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia will doubtless be dis- 
cussed. While there are ua number of the 
members favorable to such a proposition, 
there is considerable opposition also, and if 
the question should arise there will be a 
long and interesting discussion of its 
merits. 

The trustees all realize the great necessity. 
of a new building on the campus to relieve 
the crowded condition of a number of the 
departments, and some action may be 
taken looking to a movement to secure an 
a~propriation from the legislature to secure 
the new building. 

The attention of the trustees will be call- 
ed to the iiterary societies of the univer- 
Sity, and further méthods of improving 
them will be discussed by the trustees. 

The trustees may take .up for discussion 
some plan by which poor young men can 
be aided in paying their way through col- 
lege. The demand ‘is so large along this 
line that the Rrown fund is inadequate to 
furnish the necessary amount of money. 

Chanceilor Boggs will present his annual 
report to the board of trustees today. This 
report will no doubt be the most satisfacm 
tory report made by the chancellor of the 
university in many years. 


The Board of Visitors. 


The board of visitors are doing some of 
the best work ever done by similar hodies 
in years. They have made a most thorough 
investigation of the different departments 
of the university and the work done in 
each department, and their report will be 
a very flattering compliment. 

The visiting board has made an exami- 
nation of the different buildings, and finds 
that there are several departments so ter- 
ribly crowded as to render good work im- 
possible. -The report of the board will con- 
tain a recommendation urging an appro- 
priation by the next legislature of a suffi- 
cient sum to erect’and equip a new build- 
ing on the campus, large enough to give 
sufficient room for the crowded depant- 
ments of the university.

A Sick Man and a Friend Nursing 
Him 


BEATEN TO DEATH DURING THE NIGHT 


A Lady in the House Discovers One 
of the Men Dead—The Other Dy- 
ing—A Negro Suspected. 


Augusta, Ga., June 11.—(Svecial.)—The 
little town of Harlem, Columbia county, 
twenty-scven miles from Augusta, on the 
Georgia railroad, was thrown into unusual 
excitement today by the news that two 
well-known citizen of -the county, living 
about four miles from the town, had been 
brutally beaten to death during the night. 

Mr. George Edmunds lives on t%e farm 
of Mr. William Cleary and recently has 
been quite sick. He is subject to hem- 
orrhages, and thas had several attacks. 
His wife was on a visit to relatives in 
Waynesboro, and a relative, Mrs. A. 5. 
Phillips, who was a neighbor, hearing of 
Mr. Edmunds’s illness, went over to nurse 
him in the absence of his wife. 

Another neighbor, Mr. A. T. Verdrey, 
hearing of his illness, stopped .by the 
house Wednesday to inquire about his 
condition Seeing him rather badly off, he 
decided to remain with him all night. He 
occupied the room with Mr. Edmunds and 
Mrs. Fhillips slept in a room just across 
the hall.’ 

An, )Awful Discovery. {| 

During the night Mrs. Phillips 
awakened by some unusual noise and sit- 
ting up in bed heard labored breathing, 
accen.penied by strangling sounds, in the 
sick rcom. 

Thinking Mr. Verdrey had tallen asleep 
she called to arouse him. Repeated calls 
brought no response, while the choking 
sound continued. Thinking Mr. Edmunds 
was having a serious hemorrhage, while 
Mr. Verdrey slept, she went to the door 
and knocked loudly, but still no reply, ‘and 
she entered. 

Mr. Edmunds was struggling for breath 
and she went to his side. A lamp was 
burning dimly, and when she reached the 
bed she was horrified to find it drenched 
with blood and Mr. Edmunds’s head and 
‘face horribly disfigured. 

She reached over to touch Mr. Verdrey 
and awake him, but when she placed her 
hand on his face it was crushed and shape- 
less and she found her hand covered with 
blood. 

Raising the lHght, she found Mr. Ver- 
drey already dead and Edmunds uncon- 
scious and apparently dying. 

The alarm was given as speedily as pos- 
sible, and before daylight the neighbors 
began arriving. There was deep indigna- 
and threats of vengeance, but no

The coroner’s jury sat all day today and 
will sit again tomorrow. 
Arrests and Threats of Lynching. 
During the day two negroes were ar- 
rested on suspicion. Lennie Butler gave @ 
satisfactory account of himself the night 
before, but Edward Parks did not, and in 
view of the excitement of the community 
his life is in danger tonight, though the 
evidence is only circumstantial against him. 
Parks worked on the Cleary farm with 
Edmunds and a few days ago was in 
town and heard Cleary say to Edmunds 
he would send him some money on the 
10th. This, coupled with the proof that 
Parks was out till a late hour the night 
before, and gives a very stammering and 
uncertain account of himself, has led many 
to believe if he survives the night it will 
be a surprise to many, as the people are 
impatient to avenge the brutal murder. 
Edmunds died tonight without at any 
time having regained consciousness. Both 
of the murdered men were well known and 


popular. 

There has been so much political bitter- 
n2ss in Columbia county that it was sug- 
gested politics might have brought about 
the tragedy, but as one of the dead men 
was a populist and the other a democrat 
that theory was abandoned. 

The Instrument of Death. 

A heavy sweet gum, Tour feet long, 
and three inches thick, was found in the 
room covered with blood and was the in- 


strument of death. 

Mr. A. T. Verdrey was a man about for- 
ty years old and well known in Augusta, 
where he has a circle of relatives. He was 
a son of Rev,. William M. Verdrey, who 
is pastor of the Calvary mission of the 
First Baatist church on Lower Greene 
street, of this city. Mr. Verdrey and Mr. 
Edmunds leave seven children eath. Mrs, 
Verdrey is a sister of Mrs. Phillips’s hus- 
hand. 

The funeral of Mr. Verdrey will take 
place in Harlem tomorrow.

HORRIBLE CRIME 


Thomas Edwards is Taken to Bibb Jail | 


for Safe Keeping. 


ACTING AS A GIRL’S ESCORT 


She Charges That He Made Her Drunk 
with Wine, 


GAVE HER CANDY THAT WAS DRUGGED 


And That While Unconscious He Car- 
ried Her Into the Woods and 
Assaulted Heg 


Waycross, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)—Had 
not the sheriff of Worth county spirited 
away young Tom Edwards yesterday to 
the Itibb county jail, a lynching wouid 
have occurred last night in all probability. 

The sheriff regarded the jail at Isabella 
unsafe. There was a general uprising in 
the country against Edwards and talk of 
Iynching him was heard on every hand, 
Excitement was great and had been in- 
creasing since last Saturday, when Jidwards 
was arrested. 

A petition is being circulated throughout 
the county today and generally signed ask- 
ing Judg?: Spence, of that circuit, to order 
a trial at once, so that justice in the case 
against Edwards would not be delayed. 

Now that Edwards is out of their reach 
and a lynching is impossible, public sentit- 
ment seems to be unanimous for a speedy 
trial to result in a death sentence to be 
speedily executed. 

The crime against Edwards is of a most 
grave character and the evidence againgt 
him appears to be very reliable. He is 
charged in the warrant with assaulting 
pretty Miss Inez Sessions, a fifteen-year- 
old girl, the daughter and only child of a 
Widow Sessions, whose husband a prosper- 
ous merchant and farmer, died several 
years ago. The general facts in the affair 


are these: 

A social club meeting was held Saturday 
night a week ago about three miles from 
Sumner, and Miss Sessions rode over there 
with Edwards in a buggy. After the meet- 
ing closed they started home and Edwards 
was drinking freely cf wine, having a bottle 
of it in the buggy. 

What Edwards Says. 

Edwards, when interviewed, sald: 

“IT was drunk and Miss Inez began drink- 
ing wine. She got drunk also. I did not 
care to carry her home in that condition, 
so I waited until daylight before doing so. 
We staid together all night in the woods. 
I did not drug the girl or the wine, and Miss 
Inez did not offer me any resistance when 
I suggested that we spend the night in the 
woods. She appeared to like the plan and 
was conscious all night until I brought her 
home. She became unconscious then from 
the loss of sleep—being drunk and having 
spent the night in a boisterous way.”’ 

The Girl’s Story. 

Miss Sessions said: 

“Mr. Edwards begred me to take a drink 
of wine with him. Finally I yielded, only 
taking a single si; He then gave me 
some fancy candy; I ate some of it and was 
soon dizzy. I became uncorscious in a feW 
minutes. Mr. Edwards had drugged me, 
putting the drug in the candy. He carried 
me in the woods. I was helpless and could 
not make any resistance. I did not suspect 
his meaning when he offered nye wine and 
had I Known his true character I would 
never have gone With him to that meet- 
as," 

Miss Sessions was brought back home 
to her mother next morning about daylight. 
She was unccnscious and exhausted. Ld- 
wards told her mother that the girl was 
drunk and bad been so all night. He said 
he kept her out hoping that ‘she would 
sober up. A doctor came. and examined 
Miss Sessions’s injuries, He pronounced 
them serious. 

Miss Sessions remained unconscious until 
10 o’clock, the doctor having given hcr a 
restorative. 

The matter was kept quiet from the 
public for several days, as Mrs. Sessions 
was unwilling to discuss the matter with 
her gentlemen friends for their advice. 
But on last Saturday she had a warrant 
taken out against Ndwards, who was 
promptly arrested. 

Edwards offered to marry Miss Inez af- 
ter his arrest, but his offer was rejected. 
They had been good friends, and maybe 
sweethearts, for some time.

The 
question of admitting women to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia will doubtless be dis- 
cussed. While there are ua number of the 
members favorable to such a proposition, 
there is considerable opposition also, and if 
the question should arise there will be a 
long and interesting discussion of its 
merits. 

The trustees all realize the great necessity 
of a new building on the campus to relieve 
the crowded condition of a number of the 
departments, and some action may be 
taken looking to a movement to secure an 
a~propriation from the legislature to secure 
the new building. 

The attention of the trustees will be call- 
ed to the iiterary societies of the univer- 
Sity, and further methods of improving 
them will be discussed by the trustees. 

The trustees may take up for discussion 
some plan by which poor young men can 
be aided in paying their way through col- 
lege. The demand is so large along this 
line that the Rrown fund is inadequate to 
furnish the necessary amount of money. 

Chancetlor Boggs will present his annual 
report to'the board of trustees today. This 
report will no doubt be the most satisface 
tory report made by the chancellor of the 
university in many years. 


The Board of Visitors. 


The board of visitors are doing some of 
the best work’ever done by similar hodies 
in years. They have made a most thorough 
investigation of the different departments 
of the university and the work done in 
each department, and their report will be 
a very flattering compliment. 

The visiting board has made an exami- 
nation of the different buildings, and finds 
that there are several departments so ter- 
ribly_ crowded as to render good work im- 
possible. The report of the board will con- 
tain a recommendation urging an appro- 
priation by the next legislature of a suffi- 
cient sum to erect and equip a new build- 
ing on the campus, large enough to give 
sufficient room for the crowded depart- 
ments of the university. 


ATHENS’ CALABOOSE. 


Proposition To Name It ‘After the 
First Prisoner. 

Athens, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)\—The new 
city calaboose is now completed and open 
for occupancy. There is no indiscriminate 
scramble for a berth at the new hotel, 
but some luckless citizen will get in there 
sooner or later, and it is proposed to name 
the calaboose after him.

A COLUMBIA COUNTY MYSTERY 


A Sick Man and a Friend Nursing 
Him 


BEATEN TO DEATH DURING THE NIGHT 


A Lady in the House Discovers One 
of the Men Dead—The Other Dy- 
ing—A Negro Suspected. 


Augusta, Ga., June 11.—(Svecial.)—The 
little town of Harlem, Columbia county, 
twenty-scven miles from Augusta, on the 
Georgia railroad, was thrown into unusual 
excitement today by the news that two 
well-known citizen of the county, living 
about four miles from the town, had been 
brutally beaten to death during the night. 

Mr. George Edmunds lives on t%e farm 
of Mr. William Cleary and recently has 
been quite sick. He is subject to hem- 
orrhages, and thas had several attacks. 
His wife was on a visit to relatives in 
Waynesboro, and a relative, Mrs. A. S. 
Phillips, who was a neighbor, hearing of 
Mr. Edmunds’s illness, went over to nurse 
him in the absence of his wife. 

Another neighbor, Mr. A. T. Verdrey, 
hearing of his illness, stopped ,by the 
house Wednesday to inquire about his 
condition Seeing him rather badly off, he 
decided to remain with him all night. He 
occupied the room with Mr. Edmunds and 
Mrs. Fhillips slept in a room just across 
the hall.’ 

An )Awful’ Discovery. { 

During the night Mrs. Phillips 
awakened by some unusual noise and sit- 
ting up in bed heard labored breathing, 
accen.penied by strangling sounds, in the 
sick rcom. 

Thinking Mr. Verd-ey had tallen asleep 
she called to arouse him. Repeated calls 
brought no response, while the choking 
sound continued. Thinking Mr. Edmunds 
was having a serious hemorrhage, while 
Mr. Verdrey slept, she went to the door 
and knocked loudly, but still no reply, ‘and 
she entered. 

Mr. Edmunds was struggling for breath 
and she went to his side. A lamp was 
burning dimly, and when she reached the 
bed she was horrified to find it drenched 
with blood and Mr. Edmunds’s head and 
face horribly disfigured. 

She reached over to touch Mr. Verdrey 
and awake him, but when she placed her 
hand on his face it was crushed and shape- 
less and she found her hand covered with 
blood. 

Raising the light, she found Mr. Ver- 
drey already dead and Edmunds uncon- 
scious and apparently dying. 

The alarm was given as speedily as pos- 
sible, and before daylight the neighbors 
began ‘arriving. There was deep indigna- 
tion and threats of vengeance, but) no 
clew. 

The coroner’s jury sat all day today and 
will, sit again tomorrow. 

Arrests and Threats of Lynching. 

During the day two negroes were ar- 
rested on suspicion. Lennie Butler gave @ 
satisfactory account of himself the night 
before, but Edward Parks did not, and in 
view of the excitement of the community 
his life is in danger tonight, though the 
evidence is only circumstantial against him. 

Parks worked on the Cleary farm with 
Edmunds and a few days ago was in 
town and heard Cleary say to Edmunds 
he would send him some money on the 
10th. This, coupled with the proof that 
Parks was out till a late hour the night 
before, and gives a very stammering and 
uncertain account of himself, has led many 
to believe if he survives the night it will 
be a surprise to many, as the people are 
impatient to avenge the brutal murder. 

Edmunds died tonight without at any 
time having regained consciousness. Both 
of the murdered men were well known and 


popular.

The Instrument of Death. 

A heavy sweet gum, Tour feet long, 
and three inches thick, was found in the 
room covered with blood and was the in- 
strument of death. 

Mr. A. T. Verdrey was a man about for- 
ty years old and well known in Augusta, 
where he has a circle of relatives. He was 
a son of Rev, William M. Verdrey, who 
is pastor of the Calvary mission of the 
‘First Baatist church on Lower Greene 
street, of this city. Mr. Verdrey._ and Mr. 
Edmunds leave seven children eath. Mrs, 
Verdrey is a sister of Mrs. Phillips's hus- 
hand. 

The funeral of Mr. Verdrey will take 
place in Harlem tomorrow.

It was well that this position was 
taken, because it gave the people an op- 
portunity to vote upon the straight issue 
instead of holding them off and befud- 
dling them with ambiguous expressions. 
The advocates of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, on the other hand, were 
just as clear and positive. They de- 
manded that silver should be restored at 
once to the position which it held up to 
the crime of 1873; that this restoration 
should be made regardless of foreign 
nations, and upon our own responsibil- 
ity as a self-governing, self-respecting 
and independent people. 

With the issues thus joined presented 
to the people in joint debates, in which 
the silver forces were led by the demo- 
cratic leader of the house of representa- 
tives and the gold standard people were 
led by the secretary of the interior and 
Mr. Cleveland’s comptroller general, the 
controversy was carried into every coun- 
ty, and into every district, and that man 
or newspaper who assumes that the resi- 
dents of the most rural communities 
were not fully informed upon the sub- 
ject is sadly mistaken. 

‘The time for action appointed by the 
State executive committee was placed 
sufficiently far in advance so that when 
it came it found the question fully ar- 
gued, the people fully prepared, and all 
that was left to do was to register their 

* will in the ballot box. 

So clearly and so pronouncedly was this 
the case that even in the county of Mus- 
cogee, im which is published probably 
the ablest gold standard paper in the 
state, the gold delegates withdrew from 
the contest in order that the voice of 
Georgia might be rendered as unanimous 
as the pride of Georgians who have it. 
Since the primaries the gold standard 
organ, published in Atlanta, has admit- 
ted that their cause was lost thirty days 
before the primary came off. 

With a victory so overwhelming as 
this, with the delegates going up from 
the people instructed for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, which is to be registered in turn 
by the state convention, Georgia will 
place herself distinctly in the line of lea- 
dership and will be entitled to the full 
prestige which such leadership will bring 
her. It might be a matter of congratula- 
tion that after such a contest, in which 
such mighty forces were joined, its 
result was so decided that it is aquiesced 
in by those of the other side, and that we 
can now turn our faces with a united 
front in order to make the voice of Geor- 
gia the voice of the union and the plat- 
form upon which the next president of 
the United States is to be inducted into 
the tyhite house. 
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The Nicaragua Canal Bill.

Our lawmakers need to learn a few 
things. Not only should the finances of 
the government be administered in such 
a way as to lessen the burden of taxa- 
tion resting upon the shoulders of the 
people, but also, if possible, in such a 
way as to promote the independence and 
prosperity of the nation. 

Such is the object contemplated in the 
Nicaragua canal bill. Though it provides 
for the expenditure of a large sum of 
mopey, ranging far up into the millions, 
it means vastly more to American com- 
meree, and especially to those states 
which border upon the gulf of Mexico, 
than any similar measure which has 
ever been introduced. 

During the last session of congress a 
special commission wes appointed to 
visit the site and inquire into the feasi- 
bility of the proposed canal. ‘This com- 
mission was composed of experienced en- 
gineers who fully understood the difficul- 
ties which.the task involved. 

Before the adjournment of congress, 
in December, and after a thorough in- 
vestigation of the subjeet, which lasted 
for something like forty days, the com- 
mission submitted a favorable report in 
regard to the project and gave it as their 
expert opinion that the canal could be 
constructed for $133,472,898. Several im- 
portant changes, however, were suggest- 
ed, together with the recommendation 
that a more elaborate study of the route 
be made with ampler means than had 
been at the disposal of the commission. 

If congress had acted upon the ad- 
vice of these experienced engineers, the 
matter would doubtless have been fully 
settled by this time. Asit is, the meas- 
ure stands exactly where it did last 
winter, when the report of these engi- 
neers was first submitted to congress. 

The New York Sun, which has been 
consistent in/its opposition to all meas- 
ures of -A speculative and visionary 
kind, has been very much exercised over 
the failure of congress to act upon the 
suggestion of the engineers. In this 
connection some valuable information is 
given by The Sun: 

Instead of taking this sensible course, 
the house committee has chosen to spend 
its time in discussions of the report of the 
engineers, in an effort, apparently, to decry 
its value. A bill has been reported which 
provides, as we understand it, for the issue 
of $100,000,000 3 per cent bonds, guaranteed 
in principal and interest by the govern- 
ment, which in return is to hold $100,000,000 
of new stock to be issued, except $4,500,000 
to be given to the present company for its 
reimbursement. The present stock is to be 
canceled, except that which Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica hold. The canal is to be 
built under the supervision of the war de- 
partment and the bonds are to be gradually 
extinguished out of the net earnings. 


Nothing can now be done until con- 
gress again meets, Thus it appears that 
congress has failed to appreciate the 
magnitude of this important measure 
and has virtually squandered the time 
which should have, been devoted to its 
careful consideration. 
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Georgians Are Ready for the Squeeze. 

The double-leaded gusto with which 
Secretary Smith’s paper regards an ef- 
fort to bulldoze Georgians into subserv- 
ience to the will of strangers is illus- 
trated in an article of yesterday. 

According to this highly respectable 
authority, the people of the state are 
refusing to accept silver; at least one 
Atlanta bank has had to ship silver to 
another city, and loans negotiated by 
the secretary of the Fulton County Bi- 
metallic League have been turned down 
by angry eastern capitalists because 
Georgians would not bend the knee. 

Of course, the whole matter is dis- 
torted for a purpose, but accepting it as 
true for the sake of argument, what 
then? When the money power first 
fawns upon and flatters, and finally re- 
sorts to bulldozing Georgians into aban- 
doning their convictions and their rights, 
is there a patriotic Georgian who would 
bend his back to the lash and crawl ab- 
jectly into submission? In all the broad 
limits of this state can there be found 
cravens who would approve or indorse 
an attempt to rob the-people of their 
substance, and to make of them the 
veriest of slaves? 

Thank God, the men of Georgia will 
meet the threat as it is given and will 
win ina fight in which brazen effrontery 
seeks to enslave them. Their fathers 
have passed through the terrors of the 
revolution; the generation still lives 
which upheld the honor of Georgia in 
a four years’ war; the threat of black 
domination in 1868 did not lessen their 
hopeful courage; and the insolent arro- 
gance of the money power will not make 
them quail now. 

Georgians have spoken with a full 
knowledge of what they were doing, and 
they propose to stand by their guns de- 
spite all the threats which goldbugism 
can invent. Not only that; as stated be- 
fore, the whole story is distorted for a 
purpose. The shipment of coin from 
place to place, to equalize its distribu- 
tion, has been going on all the time, 
and is no new thing. It goes on in flush 
times even to a greater extent than in 
bad times, and is one of the necessary 
attendants of bank exchange; but now, 
for the first time, it is ridden as a hobby 
by a victim of defeat. 
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Rotten Borough Delegations. 

The republican national convention, 
Which is now in its preliminary com- 
mittee stage in St. Louis, is dealing with 
& question which has come to both par- 
ties and which both parties will have to 
settle sooner or later. It is that of rot- 
ten borough representation in the na- 
tional conventions, often large enough to 
change the result wished for by those 
who furnish the votes to make up the 
Victory. 

The expression of “rotten boroughs” 
comes to us from England, where, for 
centuries, depopulated districts contip- 
ued to have representatives in parlia- 
ment to which they were entitled when 
they were scenes of life and activity. 
They were so maintained because 
through them the land-holding classes 
kept themselves in parliament and could 
thus override the votes of those who 
really represented the people. 


This system has politically existed in 


Pid 


] the United States for many years. Even 


in the years precéding the war, when 
first one party and then another would 
come into possession of the presidency, 
the deciding votes in their conventions 
would be held by states which were una- 
ble to contribute a single elector to the 
man nominated. This enabled the local 
committeemen to demand and obtain 
their share of the public spoils, and was 
the only incentive for the maintenance 
of a party organization in such states. 
It was not, however, until late years that 
the system became such a pronounced 
nuisance. In the make-up of republican 
national conventions the southern states 
are uniformly represented by men who 
have neither power, influence nor constit- 
uencies at their backs. It is from these 
states that many of the unseemly con- 
tests are now presented to the national 
committee of the republican party in 
session in St. Louis. 

The national democratic convention, 
soon to assemble, has had a narrow es- 
cape from the same nuisance. When 
first the campaign began it was threat- 
ened by the gold standard men to control 
that convention and to dictate its plat- 
form through the.votes of such states as 
Rhode Island and Maine, in both of 
which no democratic elector could hope 
for success. Later on, when it develop- 
ed that the silver men would probably 
have a majority in that convention, they, 
with insolence seldom seen, declared 
that this rotten borough representation 
would ‘hold the one-thial power which 
would obstruct the proceedings of the 
convention. The people, however, be- 
came so thoroughly aroused that not 
even one-third will be controlled by gold 
standard men, and the genuine democra- 
cy can write their conclusions without 
regard to the political scalpers from 
Pennsylvania and New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island and such states. 

Driven from every position, a leading 
Rhode Island democratic paper declares 
that it will bolt the convention. This 
action simply illustrates all the use there 
is in the democracy of these states—finst, 
to strangle the votes of democratic states, 
if possible, and then when they cannot 
succeed in that nefarious work, 
to abandon it altogether and to flock 
around the banner of the enemy. AS 
we have said before, the question may 
yet become an important one as to 
whether in national conventions there 
should be votes which cannot, under any 
circumstances, be galvanized into life on 
election day. Certainly the action of the 
democrats of Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire challenges some sort of at- 
tention. 
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A Strong Presentation. 

- Perhaps a stronger presentation of the 
money question was never made than 
that which comes from the pen of John 
Clark Ridpath, the great historian.  , 

After describing the work of the inter- 
national conspiracy, “having its bifur- 
cations in Lordon and New York to 
transact their business, and, in partic- 
ular, to pay their debts with a cornered 
dollar worth two to one, fraudulently 
substituted for the dollar of the law and 
the contract,” he asks whether the people 
will reclaim their rights to transact their 
business and pay their debts, “according 
to the terms of the contract and accord- 
ing to justice.” He denounces the state- 
ment of the emissaries of the gold pro- 
paganda that they who advocate the res- 
toration of our coinage to the exact con- 
dition which it held prior to the act of 
1873 are dishonest, and denies that they 
wish to coin 50 cents worth of silver into 


that in lieu of an honest dollar. 

“What the people desire,’ he says, 
“and what they intend to do, is to coin a 
hundred cents’ worth of silver, that is a 
dollar’s worth, that is 3714 grains of 
silver into a dollar, and by that act to 
break the corner-on gold and reduce the 
exaggerated purchasing power of that 
metal to its normal standard.” 

It is at this point that Mr. Ridpath 
makes a declaration in words so clear as 
to be at once understood by the most 
simple mind, when he says: “If any 
man dares say that 371% grains-of pure 
silver are not a dollar’s worth, let him be 
challenged with the question whether 
that amount of uncoined silver will not 
purchase as much as the average of 
twenty-five staples of the American mar- 
ket, including real estate and labor, as 
the same silver would purchase twenty- 
five years ago. Let him answer that 
truly or forever after hold his peace. As 
a matter of fact, the uncoined silver in 
our American dollar will buy more of the 
average of our great staples than the 
same would buy in 1875.” 

This is a strong argument that it is 
gold which has appreciated and not sil- 
ver that has depreciated, and that judg- 
ed by the average of every other com- 
modity, silver has retained its place. 
The gold dollar has been enhanced 
in value until, as Mr. Ridpath says: ‘“The 
gold eagle which still. proclaims itself 
$10 has been advanced in purchasing 
power until it is nearly $20." He goes on 
to say that under this obscure and fraud- 
ulent process all productive industries 
‘have been crushed to earth and those 
who labor in the fields and shops have 
been virtually ruined. 

Mr. Ridpath’s argument is so strong 
and so convincing that all who read it 
will join with him in the statement that 
“the claim that gold coin is ‘the sound 
money,’ the ‘honest money’ of the world, 
and that silver, real primary silver 
money on our old statutory ratio, is dis- 
honest and unsound money, is the most 
adroit proposition ever put forth by in- 
terested parties to defraud the people of 
a great nation.”

Invoking Spanish Sentiment. 

The Spanish government seems to be 
spending a good deal of unnecessary 
money in trying to create a sentiment 
against the United States which will 
help to preserve its power in Cuba. 

The latest ebullition from their press 
bureau is the discovery of an alleged 
Spanish feeling in Mexito and 
South America. As the story goes, 
the speeches Senators Morgan 
and Sherman have offended Span- 
ish racial pride, and it is not 
only the government of Spain with 
which the United States has to contend, 
but the Spanish race wherever it is to be 
found. In evidence of this alleged re- 
vival of racial pride, it is said that the 
merchants of Spanish origin living in

respondents in the United States, and 
this is to show the hated yankee that 
when Spanish blood begins to rise there 
is something terrible in store.. Not only 
have the Mexican merchants of this 
Strain been aroused to this action, but in 
all the cities of Central and South Amer- 
ica this same feeling prevails. 

All this cock and bull story is made 
up for effect, and has no existence in 
fact. ‘The governing forces in no Span- 
ish-Ameritan country from Mexico to 
Patagonia are in the hands of men Span- 
ish. While they speak the Spanish 
language and have certain friendly Span- 
ish traditions, the aboriginal element 
largely predominates and altogether gov- 
erns, and a man of pure Spanish blood 
is under quite as much suspicion as any 
other foreigner. It is no wonder that 
this should be the case. These Spaniards 
who immigrated to the new world and 
who intermingled with the natives, and 
whose descendants today form the popu- 
lations of Mexico and the country soath 
of it, were the victims of persecution and 
atrocities such as have never been in- 
flicted upon an alien race of people. 
They were robbed of every right and 
made slaves in the land in which they 
should have been lords. Driven into rev- 
olution they hauled down the Spanish 
flag from every port until at last that 
vast territory, once wholly Spanish, be- 
came independent. 

It is nonsense to helieve that these 
people are going to any pains to protect 
the honor of the Spanish name or to of- 
fend those who have been their firmest 
friends. The best thing that Senor Don 
Castillo can do is to call home his dogs 
of war and put them to planting onions 
in the sterile fields of Spain, out of which 
they may be able to make a niggardly 
living. 
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St. Louis Challenges Chicago. 

St. Louis is anxious to secure the head- 
quarters of the republican national com- 
mittee, and a strong effort will be 
made within the next few days to bring 
about this important change. 

A prior claim, however, has already 
been filed by the city of Chicago. As 
soon as it was learned that a change 
was contemplated by the national com- 
mittee, a formal application was imme- 
diately drawn up by the republican lead- 
ers of Chicago and transmitted to the 
national headquarters. 

In presenting the claims of Chicago, 
the following reasons were urged upon 
the committee: 

It is generally conceded that the great 
battles in the campaign of 1896 will be 
fought in the west and south, thereby mak- 
ing it absolutely necessary that the head- 
quarters of the republican party should be 
near the geographical political center of 
the country, and that Chicago has unex- 


celled facilities for communication by rail 
and wire with all parts of the union. 

Between Chicago and St. Louis there 
has long existed a spirit of intense rival- 
ry. Notwithstanding the fact that Chi- 
cago has already entered the race, St. 
Louis is fortunate in having the members 
of the national committee as her guests 
just at this time, and she may yet suc- 
ceed in convincing them of her superior 
advantages. 

The newspapers of St. Louis strongly 
advocate the claims of that city. Ina 
recent editorial, The St. Louis Star takes 
this position: | 

Taking Chicago's own reasons for re- 
moving the headquarters from New York, 
it is very evident that St. Louis and not 
Chicago is the city in which headquarters 
should be located. St. Louis is nearer the 
center of the union, and especially nearer 
the south. Chicago is away north,:+ and 
has nothing more in common with the 
south than has St. Louis with.the districts 
in the region of the great lakes. As for 
the communication by rail and wire, St. 
Louis is unsurpassed, and, furthermore, 
whatever pledges St. Louis will make she 
will fulfill. 


There is perhaps a slight suggestion of 
sarcasm in the closing words of the 
above paragraph. At any rate, it empha- 
sizes the rivalry which exists between 
these two great American cities. 

If the race problem enters into the 
verdict of the national republican com- 
mittee, it is likely that St. Louis will 
suffer more than Chicago, as the stand 
which she has taken in regard te the 
colored delegate is somewhat at vari- 
ance with the attitude of the republi- 
can party. 

The Business Men’s League of St. 
Louis will present the claims of that 
city before the natidanal committee this 
week, and there is no \loubt that a num- 
ber of good reasons wil\ be furnished. 

St. Louis is making a vigorous cam- 
paign for the national heaNquarters, and 
Chicago had better look to her laurels.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


John Bly, a resident of Pennsylvania, 
who died a few days ago, was found at 
the time of his death to be altogether 
without brains. There is no parallel to 
this remarkable case on record, and the 
physicians of Pennsylvania are completely 
puzzled by this strange discovery. Bly 
suffered for a Tong time with a tumor 
which grew into the base of his brain and 
eventually caused his death. The growth 
had a visible effect upon the man’s brain. 
It was so located as to demoralize the 
nerves of the sight center, and, as a con- 
sequence, young Bly was blind for over 
three years. 

It was developed at the autopsy that 
the entire brain had been hollowed out 
by the action of the tumor. The cavity 
was at least five inches in length and was 
filled with pus. All that was left of the 
brain was a thin shell, composed of the 
tougher tissues, which were less suscepti- 
ble to the process of decay. When an in- 
cision was made in the shell the whole 
mass collapsed. 

The circumstances which made the case 
almost unprecedented in the annals of 
medical science was the manner in which 
the patient retained his rationality and 
faculties under the circumstances, He had 
the sense of touch, taste, hearing and 
smell: had very tolerable control of his 
locomotor muscles, could talk, and, in 
fact, was comparatively discommoded in 
no other way than by the loss of vision. 
His retention of memory was remarkable. 
He was able to memorize poems up to 
within. two weeks of his death. 


The extreme difficulty which the friends 
of the bicycle met with a few years ago 
in trying to introduce that machine re- 
calls a similar effort which was made 
during the last century to popularize the 
umbrella. This simple invention was only 
introduced after women had learned to 
use it, and not until the inventor had for 
a long time been dead. During his life- 
time this deserving man had been subject- 
ed to the ridicule, the mockery, the at- 
tacks and the insults of the conservative 
instinct of the masses in London. Even 
the name of this benefactor to humanity 
has been lost. He is buried somewhere in 
an English country churchyard, and to this 
day children will throw mud and sand and 
stones at his tomb when passing by. If 
they are asked why they do it, they do 
not know. It is an old custom, bequathed 
from generation to generation, which rep- 
resents nothing but the spirit of conserva- 
tism still wrestling with the innovations 
of modern life. 


At least five of the European monarchs 
are ardent admirers of the bicycle. Per- 
haps the most enthusiastic of these 
is the czar of Russia, Nicolas II. Before 
he came to the throne, when the members 
of his family used to summer at Copenha- 
gen, he was frequently seen with his 
wheel on the streets of that city. Emperor 
William, of Germany, took up wheeling 
some time ago and has since been in the 
habit of using his bicycle, preferring it 
to horseback. The queen of Italy learned 
to ride the wheel last summer. Only twelve 
lessons were required before she fully ac- 
complished the difficult art, but she is 
now considered as the most accomplished 
rider in the kingdom. The young king of 
Spain, Alphonse XIII, has become a re- 
markable rider since he first took to the 
wheel a year ago. The prince of Wales 
stands at the head of the royal cyclists of 
England. 


A large insurance company has recently 
published returns for 17,375 deaths, covering 
a period of ten years from 1884 to 1898. Of 
this number 759 were the result of accident, 
including 76 homicides. This is an appall- 
ing proportion of murders. No country in 
the world, not even Sicily, could match it. 
Elsewhere sober, respectable, thrifty men 
who insure their lives are tolerably safe 
against murder. Here in every 2,000 who 
die nine are murdered. Of these nineteen 
were shot in personal quarrels. Actually 
of the class which insures in this country 
for every 1,000 who die one is killed red. 
handed trying to kill some one else. No 
such barbarism exists on the planet in 
any other land calling itself civilized.

A Farewell to the Old Friends.

Joel Chandler Harris in Chicago for 
‘  @ Short Vacation. 
From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Joel Chandler Harris, the genial author 
of the “Uncle Remus” stories, is at the 
Great Northern. Mr. Harris is one of the 
editorial staff of The Atlanta Constitution, 
with which paper he has been connected 
for twenty years. When séen yesterday he 
eaid: 

“I have ccme up here to get a few days 
of rest, after the hard work of the recent 
campaign in Georgia, where a fierce battle 
has been waged between the free coinage 
democrats and the administration faction. 
The free coinage men were completely 
successful. If the Chicago convention nom- 
inates the right man on a free coinage plat- 
form it will carry every southern state 
and sweep the country.” 

Regariling his literary work, Mr. Harris 
said: 

“I do not do any literary work; it is all 
play—not.swork.

In this way I usually write from 500 to 
2,000 words at a sitting. My first ‘Uncle 
Remus’ stories were published in The Con- 
stitution in 1878, and the first of the ‘Uncle 
Remus’ books appeared in 188).

He 
favored the action of the majority, and in- 
timated that the question had been greatly 
exaggerated. Before he gave any of thie 
facts, however, Dr. Strickler asked that 
the matter be dropped for the present and 
a committee be appointed. 


Postponed Action. 

The report of the commissioners showed 
that at a recent meeting of the members 
of the church the members had voted on 
the question of his resignation and sixty- 
two voted against it, while forty-two voted 
for a change.

Dr. Strickler addressed the meeting and

This motion was indorsed by Dr. Barnett 

and the fcllowing committee was appoint- 
ed, with Dr. Strickler as chairman:

Frezier, Mr. Beatie and Mr. M. A. Can- 
dier. The ccmmittee will make its report 
on June 26th and the question will then 
be taken up for final disposition.

Shows a Flaw in the Law of 1893 and 
Knocks Out the Town Charters. 


A GREAT MANY STATESMEN WITHOUT A JOB 


Mayors, Councilmen and Aldermen of 
Towns Incorporated Since 1893 
Have No Right to Office. 


A decision of ‘the supreme court of 
Georgia, rendered last Tuesday, is likely 
to cause consternation among the incor- 
porated towns of the state, whose incor- 
poration dates since 1893. 

There are 100 or more of these tawns, 
and since the date of their incorporation 
they have been serenely going along in 
the election of mayors, aldermen and 
councilmen. They ‘were acting under a 
legislative law, and so far as they knew 
everything was strictly legal.

It 
seems that the act of the legislature in 
1895, passed December Ist, repealing the 
act of October 19, 1891, was illegal, being 


, in contradiction to the constitution of the 


state. The matter came to a test before 

the supreme court in the following case, 

and the decision as follows settles the 
matter, so far as the towns incorporated 

Since 1893 are concerned. The order of the 

Supreme court is this: 

“Fullington et al. v. Wiliams et al. Be- 
fore Judge Fish. Dooly superior court. 
“Simmons, C. J.—The act of December 

1, 1895, (acts of 1893, p. 64) to repeal the 

act of October 19, 1891, ‘to provide the 

mode of granting charters,’ etc., (acts of 

1890-91, vol. 1, p. 190) is unconstitutional, 

because in violation of that provision of 

the constitution which declares that no 
law shall be repealed by mere reference 

to its title. Code, section 5076. 

“2. There being in force in this state 
on the 16th day of December, 1895, existing 
general laws, embodied in the code, sec- 
tions 774-797 (c), and in subsequent legisla- 
tion,- for the incorporation of towns and 
villages of less than 2,000 inhabitants, the 
special act passed on the date last named 
to incorporate the town of Pinehurst (acts 
1895, p. 270) is in violation of paragraph 1 
of section 4, article 1, of the constitution, 
(code, séction 5027) and, therefore, void. 

“Judgement reversed.

The order of the court involves every 
act of every town corporation in Georgia 
which dates since the passage of the act 
of 1893. These towns are numerous. They 
are scattered all over the state, and !¢ ts 
a legal question as to whether any elec- 
tions, bonds or taxes which they have is- 
sued are legal. The act of 1893 being con- 
trary to the constitution Of the state, and 
therefore in defiance of law, it is probable 
that any and all of the acts of such muni- 
cipalities are null and void. 


A Legal Statement of the Question. 


The following is a legal rehearsal of the 
question. In October, 1891, the legislature 
of Georgia passed a bill to provide a mode 
to grant charters to towns of less than 
2,000 inhabitants. That bill provided that 
in future the general assembly' should 
have no power or authority. by special en- 
actment to grant eny charter, incorpora- 
tion or amendment to any charter hereto- 
fore or hereafter granted, incorporating 
any town, village or municipality of less 
than 2,000 inhabitants, and that all such 
charters or amendments’ shall come 
through the superior court of the county 
in which the same is issued, as provided 
in the code of Georgia as set up in sections 
774 and 797 (c) of the code of 1882. 

This act twas repealed by the legislature 
in 1893 on December ist of that year. In 
passing this law the legislature repealed 
the act of 1891 by mere reference to its 
title. On this hinges the whole question. 
It is required by the laws of the state 
that no law can be repealed by mere 
reference to its title, but the whole text 
of the law must be stated. 

By the decision of the supreme court, as 
the act of 1893, is void, therefore the act 
of 1891 was not repealed and has therefore 
been in force since the date of its enact- 
ment un to this time. 

The Result of the Decision. 

The result of this decision of the su- 
preme court will ‘be far-reaching. It is 
sta.ed by lawyers well. posted on con- 
Stitutiona! affairs that if any such town 
has issued ‘bonds, collected taxes or bor- 
rowed money in any way they may have 
to refund the same, as they were acting 
without legal authority. If these tons 
have elected mayors, councilmen or alder- 
men, these officials have had no authority 
to act, and such acts as they have passed 
afe illegal, according to the supreme 
court’s construction of the law. In the 
eye of the law they have really had no 
authority to act as corporations. 

The whole error seems to be due to the 


fact that the legislature passed a law at. 


variance with the constitution of the state 
and when brought to the test before the 
supreme court it has broken down. It is 
likely to bring endless complications in its 
train and it is not improbable that serious 
litigation may be the result. 

As it row stands many towns in Geor- 
gia who have prided themselves on being 
corporations, with mayor and council, are 
retired for the time to private life and no 
longer, under the law, have a right. to 
act as municipalities.

that every town in_Georgia which has 
obtained a charter by special act of the 
legislature in recent years have. been act- 
ing illegally, and, in fact, have no char- 
ters. The decision cites sections 774-797 (c) 
of the code, which says that all wns 
and villages shall be incorporated by the 
superior court. Nearly every town in this 
section, including Cordele, obtained a 
charter by a special act and every citizen 
is interested. Cannot the lawyers look in- 
to this matter and give us some light? 


THE SINGLE GOLD STANDARD. 


What It and a High Protective Tariff 


Has Accomplished. 

Editor Constitution: All high protec- 
tive tariff republicans are rejoicing at the 
deficiency in the revenues‘ of the govern- 
ment from: customs, and its inability to 
meet current expenses, and are laying 
the blame at the door of the so-called 
“Wilson bill.” In this they have the con- 
currence of many gold standard democrats 
who are also favorable to high tariff, and 
both classes are ready to ascribe the fail- 
ure of the government to meet expenses 
to low tariff instead of to the proper cause, 
that is the gold standard and currency 
contraction. 

The population of the United States is 
increasing at the rate of about 3,000,000 
annually, and the necessities of the peo- 
ple are increasing in even a greater ratio, 
while Mr. Carlisle tells us that the cur- 
rency is being contracted at the rate of 
$600,000 per day, and for the last year $85,- 
000,000. Mr. Carlisle is anxious to make 
the deplorable financial condition appear 
no worse than possible, or he could have 
shown the contraction at more than dou- 
ble his figures From his bond sales 
and the premium on them within the last 
two years he must have retired green- 
backs, treasury notes and gold to the 
amount of $575,000,000. He reports the de- 
ficiency from revenue as quite small, so 
that the gold taken for the bonds, say 
000, has, or was meant to retire 
greenbacks and treasury notes of an equal 
amount, and as but few of the notes have 
been reissued and the bulk of gold has 
been shipped the contraction certainly 
must be much larger than Mr. Carlisle 
estimfates it to be. It is difficult to esti- 
mate the extent of the contraction of the 
currency. No one Knows what it is, for 
it is only guessing at the amount that is 
taken abroad in the pockets of travelers, 
traders, the mails, express, etc., and the 
losses from total destruction, hoarding, 
It is an admitted fact that 
the drain from the circulation by these 
causes is enormous. In 1878 it was esti- 
mated that there were outstanding $346,- 


000,000 of greenbacks, although they were 


issued in the war period from 1861-65, and 
a large percentage of them are destroyed. 
If Mr. Carlisle has retired $280,000,000 of 
them by his bond issues he must have 
taken up nearly all of them, for they are 
not in circulation, and are nearly as 
scarce as foreign bills are. With gold, 
greenbacks and treasury notes practically 
all out of circulation we have left only 
the national bank notes, about $200,000,000 
and about $500,000,000 of silver and silver 
certificates, or $10 per capita. 

Gold has a great opportunity: to do its 
destructive work from this condition of 
things, and as a measure of values it 
is enornfously enhanced, so that double 
and treble the quantities of products and 
other values are required to fill thi's 
measure that were required and ‘taken 
fifteen to twenty-three years since. On 
account of this greatly enlarged measure 
only half to one-third the amount of 
money of the present value and purchas- 
ing power is required to move the same 
quantities of products of al! kinds, that 
was formerly required, and this being the 
case, there is dearth of money through- 
out the country, and the people not. hav- 
ing the money and no way to get it, they 
cannot buy goocs, and from this cause 
alone the custom duties have fallen off 
enormously. It is the effect of enforce- 
ment of the gold standard, reducing the 
income of the people one-half to two- 
thirds, on the other hand, and of the high 
tariff on the other hand, doubling the 
prices of what they buy. Our foreign 
trade was $318,179,500 less last year than it 
was in 1892, not that we produced less, 
but that we got much less than we should 
have gotten. If the people haven’t the 
money they cannot buy goods, and if they 
do not buy goods custom duties are not 
paid, and government deficits will result. 

The vroducers of the United States 
should receive $4,000,000 more than 
they get if their products were meas- 
ured by the ante-bellum silver and gold 
standard instead of by the single gold 
standard as now; and if they had this 
$4,000,000,000 they would spend most of it, 
and the greatly increased trade thereby 
would, under the present tariff law, pay 
at least double the amount of duties now 
collected, or the prebent tariff act could 
be reduced. one-third or even one half 
existing rates and still yield much more 
revemue than now, and the masses of 
the people would be the beneficiaries in- 
stead of the manufacturers, 

Ex-Senator Walsh ‘stated that 9,000,000 
people produced on their farms and re- 
ceived therefor about $5,000,000,000 and 
5,000,0000 people manufactured and received 
therefor about $9,000,000,000. This is an 
unnatural state of affairs and cannot. en- 
dure. A stab has been made at the vitals 
of agriculture, the basic root of our 
prosperity. The gold standard has cut 
off its revenue and it is prostrate, for the 
agriculturist and others cannot, with $5,- 
000,000,0000 of inconfe, pay taxes, interest. 
etc., and with the remainder $9,000,000,000 of 
manufactured goods. No wonder manu- 
factured goods are going down, down, fol- 
lowing upon the heels of agricultural pro- 
ducts and warehouses are bursting with 
all kinds of produce and goods that cannot 
be sold, and thousands are starving and 
naked. 

The gold standard is the prolific cause 
of our troubles, and Secretary Smith never 
spoke more wisely and truthfully than 
when he said, in 1894, it is unwise and dan- 
gerous and it is calculated to contract 
the currency, check industry, suppress 
business and turn honest men out of 
places.’’ He might have added also that 
by “checking industry’’ and “suppressing 
business’”’ it would cause the Geficits in 
the government receipts, and the govern- 
ment would have to issie continually 
bonds to meet current expenses. The gold 
standard is all that is evil and that Mr. 
Carlisle, Lawson and others claimed it 
would be.

WILL NOT WORK 
WITH NEGROES 


White Machinists Declare Themselves 
Opposed To Negro Co-Laborers, 


ROUSING MEETING LAST NIGHT 


Foreman Cogper, of the Atlanta Ma- 
chine Works, Condemned. 


THE STRIKE IS STILL ON AT THAT SHOP 


Where an Attempt Was Made To Put 
Both Races on the Same Plane. 
Interesting Complications. 


The machinists of Atianta have declared 
that they will not work with negroes and 
that they will resist with all their power 
any effort to place negro workmen in the 
machine shops with them. The action of 
one foreman in employing a negro Ma- 
chinist is denounced by the white work- 
men, and efforts will be made to demon- 
strate to him and others of iike intention 
that the white machinists intend to draw 
the color line. 

At an enthusiastic meeting of machinists 
of the city held last night it was resolved 
that the foreman in question be condemned 
and those present at the same time took 
occasion to express themselves in no un- 
certain tones on the color question. Tho 
meeting was called for the purpose of 
considering the matter and a large crowd 
of machinists were present, maggionnsirs 
every railroad shop and private machine 
shop in the city. The meeting actéd in 
harmony and before adjourning appointed 
a committee to lay the matter properly 
before the shop owners interested. 

The meeting was a result of the troubie 
existing at the Atlanta Machine Works. A 
strike was declared there two or three 
weeks ago and those who attended tne 
meeting lest night resolved that all work- 
men employed at the shops are “scabs” 
and will be regarded as such if they do not 
quit today. The trouble grew out of the 
action of Fcreman Cooper of that shop in 
putting a negro machinist to work alongside 
of white men. It will be remembered 
that the white men protested, and failing 
to get the negro removed promptly, they 
went on strike. Later the negro was dis- 
charged and the foreman ‘agreed to take 
back two of the strikers, it is claimed, de- 
clining to allow the others to return to 
work. It is now claimed that on account 
of the negro being put to work all of the 
former machinists lost their positions and 
are out of employment. 

No Social Equality for Them. 

Saveral of the strikers attended the meet- 
ing last night, and when they told their 
brother machinists of the city of their 
treatment the latter quickly rallied to their 
support. The strikers, claimed that when 
Foreman Cooper was approached and asked 
to remove the negro they were told by the 
foreman that the negro was as good as 


they were end that the whites would have. 


to get accustomed tag the negroes. He said 
that social equality should be encouraged 
more and that the negroes would be aliow- 
ed to work as machinists. When the strik- 
ers made that statement to the meeting the 
machinists became indignant. 

It seems that when the matter was laid 
before Mr. Benjamin, of the Atlanta Ma- 
chine Works, an adjustment was reached 
in so far that the negro machinist was dis- 
charged, but as yet the former employes 
have not been put back to work. The em- 
ployes now at work are said, for the most 
part, to be strangers, several of them be- 
ing Atlanta men, however. The commit- 
tee appointd last night will probably explain 
the matter fully to the shop owners and 
ask for what they consider justice. The 
mackinists claim that Foreman Cooper is 
not acceptable to the southern men so 
long as he advocates the placing of ne- 
groes on the same plane with white men 
2s machinists. : 

Foreman Cooper Condemned. 

The following resoluticn was unaninious- 
ly adopted after many of the talkers had 
roundly ecndemned the action which 
kbrought about the trouble: 

“Resolved, That we, the machinists of 
Atlanta, in mass meeting assembled, this, 
1ith day of June, do condemn the fore- 
man of the Atlanta machine shops, Cooper, 
for the manner in which he has treated 
the machinists at that shop, ard that we 
will consider all men working at said shops 
after this date ‘scabs.’ ”’ 

The committee appointed last night will 
lay the whole matter before the Atlania 
Federation of Trades at a meeting to be 
heid tonight, and some action will proba- 
bly be taken by that bedy in aiding tNe 
machinists to secure a settlement of their 
trouble. Ex-Master Machinist Riley, of 
the Atlanta lodge of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, and other well 
known machinists took part in the meet- 
ing last night. Mr. Wells, of the local 
union, presided, and Mr. Owen acted as 
secretary. The meeting was composed of 
both union and non-ufiion machinists.

HE WAS NOT ROBBED 


EB. G. Cleghorn, Who Tried To Kill 


Himself, Is Better. 


LOST HIS MONEY IN THE CELL

He Shows the Effects of His Attempt 
on His Life—Will Be Out in 
a Few Days. 


E. G. Cleghorn, the man who has been 
suffering from a bad case of delirium trem- 
ens, and who attempted to kill himself 
at the station house last Tuesday morn- 
ing, is much improved.

He acknowledges that 
he lost about $200, but states that he dis- 
posed of it in some way in his cell and 
does not remember just how. 

He thinks that the placed the roll of bills 
in a hole in the iron when he thought 
that the man was after him to take his 
life. His cell has been thoroughly search- 
ed and no trace of the money has been 
found. It is thought that some of the 
other’ prisoners secured it. 


Was His Friend. 


Gillepsie, the man who is accused of hav- 
ing robbed him, is one of Cleghorn’s best 
friends. The families of the two men 
have Known one another for years and have 
always been on the best of terms. Cleg- 
horn hoots at the idea that Gillespie drug- 
ged him. 

The young man’s trouble originated from 
whisky, which developed into a howling 
case of delirium tremens. He says that 
he wag in a very poor state of health when 
he came to Atlanta on his way north. He 
took supper at the Kimball house Tuesday 
night, when he drank a pint bottle of 
Claret. He acknowledges having taken 
one or two drinks afterwards, and when 
arrested he had a pint bottle of whisky 
— about one-third of the liquid was miss- 

The man states that he was under the 
impression all the time that a man was try- 
ing to kill him. He had some trouble in 
Macon two or three days before he left 
which was worrying him and gave prom- 
ise to involve him in still more trouble.

Cleghorn’s home is in London, Ontario, 
where his family are now visiting. His 
father is a prominent merchant of that 
city and his uncle is an Episcopalian min.

A New York Clerk Hears of a Fortune

A turn of fortune’s wheel has raised

‘in Dallas, Tex. Three weeks ago Mr. Reilly 


received a telegram’ from Dallas, stating 
that his father’s brother, Thomas Reilly, 
a bachelor, had died there and left to him 
his entire estate, valued at almost $500,000. 

For thirty years Reilly had been in the 
employ of Coleman & Co., and had worked 
his way up from a minor position in the 
office to thhkt of the most trusted clerk. He 
had saved a little money, and about a 
year ago purchased a small house at Has- 
tings-on-the-Hudson, wheres he lived with 
his wife and two children. The news of his 
good fortune came to him as a most agree- 
able surprise. He had not seen or heard 
of his uncle in years, and although he knew 
that his. relative was possessed of some 
means, he had no idea that the sum was 
anything like half a million. 

Thomas Reilly came to this country from 


Ireland in 1866, bringing his nephew James 


Reilly, then a young man of twenty, with 
him. Through some friends he secured a 
position for James, and then drifted west 
to seek his fortune. He had comparatively 
little money when he landed, but had 
plenty of native shrewdness and excellent 
business judgment.

They say that he will endeavor 
to dispose of his property and holdings in 
the Lone Star State, and return to this 
city, where he will enter the produce ex- 
change as an active member on his own 
account. 

Mr. Coleman, in speaking of Reillv's 
windfall yesterday, said that no man de- 
served such luck more than the man to 
whom it’so unexpectedly came. 

“He entered our employ,” said Mr. Cole- 
man, ‘‘when he first came to this country, 
and he never worked any place else. He 
was shrewd and thrifty, and was fairly 
well-to-do. I do not know what the amount 
of his newly found fortune is, but doubt 
if it will reach $500,000.”

At one time, Mr. Lanier says, his wife 
set fire to a shirt he brought home. He 
said the shirt had been made by his sister, 
and when he carried it home his wife be- 
came enraged and saturating the shirt with 
kerosene, deliberately struck a match and 
burned it into ashes. Other charges of a 
more serious nature were made by the hus- 
band, and the verdict gave him a total di- 
vorce, at the same time removing the disa- 
bilities of Mrs. Lanier.

DUMPING GROUND 
CASES IN COURT 


‘again June 


Nine Consent Verdicts Were Taken in 
Superior Court Yesterday, 


THOUSANDS SAVED TO THE CITY 


The Damage Suits Were Settled at Cut 
Rete Prices, 


NO OTHER SUITS WILL BE BROUGHT 


The City Wins a Verdict in the Case of 
Addie Wright—The News of 
the Courts. 


The damage suits which were brought 
against the city two years ago by citizens 
living near the dumping grounds were set- 
tled yesterday and in the nine cases pend- 
ing in the city court consent verdicts were 
taken, 

The cases have become celebrated on ac- 
count of their number, the large amount 
sued for and the Jength of time they have 
been in the courts. 

In the fall of 1894 G. R. Elliott filed suit 
for damages, claiming that the city had 
destroyed the value of his property by lo- 
cating the dumping grounds on a piece of 
land adjoining his property. Several suits 
followed, and from time to time they have 
been reached and set for trial. 

Yesterday the attorneys for the plaintiffs 
and the city attorney agreed upon verdicts 
in all of the cases, and the verdict was 
made the judgment of the court and the 
cases were then stricken from the docket. 

The petitions claimed that the location of 
the dumping grounds was a source of 
great annoyance, and the filth caused an 
odor which was almost unbearable. The 
Eliiotts claimed that their health had been 
endangered on account of the odor and 
they could not remain in their homes un- 
less a change was made in the manner in 
Which the grounds were kept. 

The suits were all in large amounts and 
the total damages asked for ran far into 
the thousands. Yesterday, however, the 
cases were settled with consent verdicts 
and the following disposition was made of 
the cases: 

Joseph Elliott, $100; G. R. Elliott, $100; 
Henry Elliott, $50; H. H. Elliott, $100; R. 
B. Lynch, $11; William Carr, $28: Joseph 
Trotzier, $300; Patrick and Martha Ryan, 
$33, and Cynthia Mote, $28 

The settlement of the cases means much 
to the city, as it is probable that other 
cases which would have: been filed had 
large verdicts been reached in these cases 
will now be dismissed and the question of 
damages will be settled for al] time. 


The City Wins the Case. 

In the case of Addie Wright against the 
city a sealed verdict was opened in the 
first division of the city court yesterday 
morning awarding the verdict to the city. 

Addie Wright is an old negro woman who 
sued for $5,000 damages. She claimed that 
she was walking down Linden street one 
night, when she fell into a hole that had 
been washed out in the sidewalk hy the 
rain. She said the hole was deep and 
broad, and was a dangerous place. 

The point was made that as the hole had 
been in the walk for four days it should 
either have been repaired or lights of 
warning should have heen placed so pedes- 
trians would see their danger and pass 
around the-washont. 

Tht woman and her husband both filed 
suits. She sued for the injuries received, 
and he sued for the loss of the money his 
wife would have earned if'she had not met 
with tHe accident. 


News of the Courts. 

The grand jury was in session several 
hours yesterday and investigated the af- 
fairs of the county. Nocriminal cases were 
considered and the time was spent in look- 
ing over the records and in making out 
the general presentments, which are to be 
made out before the adjournment of the 


* present term of court. 


The criminal superior court will meet 
28th, and the cases against 
Hiram Middlebrooks, John Tyler Cooper 
and C. C. Johnson will be heard. Several 
other cases will be tried, but the calendar 
has not been completed yet. 


DISTINGUISHED AFRICAN HERE. 


Rev. Dwanee Visiting Bishop Turner 
in This City. 

Rev. James M. Dwanee, a learned and 
distinguished African, reached ihe city 
yesterday and is the guest of Bishop H. M. 
Turner. He came from Kaffraria, south 
Africa, situated between Cape Town and 
Johannesburg. 

Kaffraria is ahout a thousand miles in- 
terior from Cape Town, located on the 
Cape Town railway line, in one of the most 
fertile and healthy regions, he thinks, in 
the worl’. Rev. Dwanee intended to meet 
the general conference of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church at its late session 
in Wilmington, N. C., but being belated, 
he did not arrive until after it had adjourn- 
ed. He is clothed with plenipotentiary 
power by his church, namely, the Ethio. 
pian church connection, to treat with and 
effect organic unity with the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal conneciion in the United 
States. He was met by Bishop Grant in 
Philadelphia and referred to Bishop Tur. 
ner, who is the president of the missionary 
department and the bishop of the African 
work. The Ethiopian church has seventy- 
six preachers, ordained and unordained, 
who. serve the spiritual wants of forty 
thousand persons. They have day schools, 
Sabbath schools and a few institutions of 
learning, They speak the Kaffir language 
chiefly, but many have been well educated 
in the English institutions. Bishop Tur- 
ner says, with the power vested in Rev. 
Dwanee, he will not hesitate to receive 
him, and through him the Ethiopian church 
connection, into the African Methodist 
Episcopal church, provided a satisfactory 
agreement can be effected, which proposi- 
tion will be considered in a few days. Rey. 
Dwanee has been at the head of a promi- 
nent school for a number of years and has 
served as a representative of religious and 
educational afiairs to England years ago, 
and exerts great influence, both among the 
civil and uneivil Africans, in his country. 
He says the climate very much resembles 
that of Georgia; that in their winter they 
have frost, snow and cold weather, and 
that their spring and well water is much 
the same as we have in Atlanta. He will 
remain in this country several weeks and 
visit a number of prominent places.

Dr. Thurman came here when this city 
was a quiet little village and gave no 
promise of being the great city that it is. 
He settled down here with his wife and 
practiced denistry. He was highly suc- 
cessful, and made quite a reputation as 
one of the best dentist to be found in the 
south. ) 

Dr. Thurman was @ Virginian by birth, 
having been born in Albermarle county, 
where he was raised on hijs father’s farm. 
He was given as good an education as 
was afforded by the schools of that day 
and took advantage of learning what was 
placed before him. He was born Aprit 
3, 1818, and was at the time of his demise 
seventy-eight years of age. The greater 
part of his life was spent in and about 
Atlanta, and he was very proud of the 
advance that has been made by Atlanta 
since the war. 

He saw it grow from a little insignifi- 
cant village into a prosperous city. Every 
step that she took forward toward be- 
coming the equal of any city in the United 
States filled his heart with pride and he 
did all in his power to advance and build 
her up. 

In 18538 Dr.’ Thurman nmfarried Miss Mary 
A. Glover, one of the belles of Virginia, 
and in 1855 he came here with his wife. 
He has been here since that time, and the 
good work he has done toward the ad- 
vancement of the city will stand as a 
monument to him. One child was born 
to them, but died at the age of five. 

Dr. Thurman was known to almost every 
old inhabitant of this city, and was liked 
and highly respected by them. In dis- 
rpsition he was quiet and thoughtful, 
and though his education was not as fine 
as is to be obtained in these days, he was 
one of the most intellectual men in the 
south.
